As touching the other Cuſtomes of Kext , they have been ſo fully diſcuſsd by 
Mr. Lambert inhis Kentiſh Perambnlation ,'that I ſhall not much infiſt in the diſcove- 
ry of them : only I ſhall ſomething winnow the word Gavelkjnd, becauſe from thar 
it 15 pretended the Tenure. ir ſelf 15 derived, Firſt ,it is ſuggeſted, that rhe word 
Gavelkind is amaſs'd rogerher' of three Saxo» Monoſyllables , chat is to ſay , Gef ele 
Kent : but how this Cultome ſhould be” originally; eftabliſhed on three. Syllables by 
rhe corruption of Time thus crouded and ſhut up inone-word , is altogether ambi- 
oupus and myſterious: For ; if we ſhall unvail che word of its Saxon Habit, avd pur 
1c into ar Engliſh dreſs, it will fignifie thus much , Gzve all. Child, avd how much 
nonſenſe lurks in char expreſſion, I think is eafily caſcerpable : Indeed che phraſe 
ſhould be, if we would attempt to ſpin any thing of. advantage out of it; Geof ecte 
Kendern, Grve all Children, But how much of incongruitieand non-coherence lies 
wrapt up even inthis, I beleeve is obvious enough ; yet admit there were noneghow 
four Syllables all of different. yowels iy their cermination , ſhould at levgrh by che 
depravation of Lavguage be all confuſedly ſhuffled and Riv'd into this one werd 
Gavelkind, will certaivly appear tothe moſt eahie apprebenfion diſpurable enough, 

For my. own particular, I'm convinc'd ( with ſubmiſſion ro cleerer ſpeculations) 
that this word Gavelkind is derived from the Saxon word Gabel,which.in: the Latin 
we render Cenſxs, and put into Engliſh Ggnifies ſome Renr-Service 4 or Tribute 
ifſuable from ſuch and ſuch Land , on which it is fixt as a ſolemn evidence of ſome 
homage due ro the Prince or ſupreme Magiltrare, for that ſecuricy which.;is recgived 
both in life and propriety by his defence and tuition, - And certainly. rhis is ſome- 
thing proportionate to Reaſon ; for all Gavelkind-Land is held in rhe Tenure of 
free-Soccage, which is charg'd with this manner of Repr-Charge or 1impohrion; and 
ſoin ſeveral: Latine Records is repreſented under the Notion of Terra Cenſwalis. 
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' *Tis true thar by rhe ancient cuſtorne of Germayy, cal:d Land- Skiftan, the Lands of 
the deceaſed was by equal ions tobe diftribured among all che Sons; bur the 
ir is as probable char this Tribute or Gabel did accompany it, becauſe the molt efſen- 
tizl part of this Cuſtome hath through the Channel of many hundred years flow d 
down to this preſent Age, and is in force in ſundry places in Germany atthis inftanc:

day; it being the great Deſign of the RomiſhClergie of thoſe cloudy Times,to whom 
Godlineſs was gfeat gainin the pradtical ſenſe,ar once to charm the peopleFDevotion 
and Benevolence:Burzas if there were 11 the Vogue and Eitimate of that Agea greater 
Devree'of Sandtiry entailed on the Church-yard, then on the Sunday; the holding 
cicher Market of Fair inthat Place was by a Statute made in the thirteetth year of Ed; 
the firſt, Chapter the Gixth, wholly incerdifted and prohibiced; bur thoughthe Church- 
yard were thus empaled, and fenced in with chis new Law, the Sunday lay' open and 
expoſed to all Diforder and Prophanation, untill che Reign of Hexry the ſixth, a 
then that pious Prince reſenting with regret che many Enormities and other Excefſes 
of a black Complexion, which were occaſioned by rhe Conflux of people affembled

I ſhall now take a ProſpeR of all che Pariſhes, Villages, and Mannors, which are 
circumſcribed, within the circle of this County; bur betore' I wade farther in this 
Diſcourſe, I ſhall repreſent upot what reaſons or foundations Mannors were firſt in- 
ſituted and eſtabliſhed, by example and reſemblance of the King's policy inthe 1n- 
ſticurions of Tenures, ( ſaith Sir Fraxcis Bacon : ) The great men and Gentlemen of 
this Realm did the like; ſo near as they could; as for Example, when the King had 
given to any of them two thouſand Acres of Lands, this party propoſing in this 
place ro make his Dwelling, or ( as the old word is ) his Manhos-houſe, or his Man- 
nor-houſe , did deviſe how he might make his Land a complear Habitation to ſupply 
him with all manner of neceſlaries ; and for that purpoſe, he would give of the utcer- 
moſt ons of theſe rwo thouſands Acres, one hundred, or two hundred Acres, or more 
or leſs, as he ſhould think meer, to one of his moſt truſty Servants,with ſome reſerva- 
tion of rent to finda horſe for the wars, and go with him when he went with the King 
ro the wars, adding vow of Homage, and the oath of Fealry, Wardſhip, Marriage and 
| Relief, This Relief is to pay five pounds for every Knights Fee, or after the rate for 
more or leſs at the entrance of every Heir : which Tenanc ſo- created and placed, 
was, and is to this day called a Tennant by Knights Service,and not by his own perſon ; 
bur of his Mannors, of theſe he might make as many as he-would ; chen this Lord 
would providetharche Land which he was to keep for his own uſe, ſhould be plowed, 
and his harveſt brokghe home his Houſe required , his Park pailed, andrhe like ; and 
tor that end he would give to ſundry other of rwency, thirty, forty or fifry Acres ; re- 
ſervingthe ſerviceof plowing a certain quantity, or ſo many dayes of his Lands, and 
certain Harveſt works, or dayexinthe Harveſt to labour, or ro repair che Houſe, Park, 
Pail, or otherwiſe z or to give him for his proviſion, Capons, Hens, Pepper, Commin, 
Roſes, Gilliflowers, Spurs, Gloves, or the like ; of to pay him a certain Rent, and to 
be ſworn co be his faithful Tenant , which Tenure was called a Soccage Tenure , and 
is ſo to this day ; howbeic, moſt of the plowing; and Harveſt ſervices are turned into 
Money Rents: the Tenants in Soccage atthe Death of every Tenant, wereto pay 
Relief, which was not as Knights Service is, five pound a Knights Fee ; but ir was and 
1s t1ll one years Rent of the Land, and no Wardſhip or other profit ro the Lord. 
The remainder of rhe two chouſapd Acres he kepr to himſelf, whith he uſed to ma- 
nure by his Bondman, and appointed them ar the Courts of his Mannor how they 
ſhould hold ic;making an Encty of it into the Roll of the Remembrances of the Ats of 
his Court; yer R714 in che Lords power to take it'away,and therefore they were called 
-— | Tenants 
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Tenants at Will, by Copy of. Court Roll ; being intruch Bondmen art the beginning ; 
but having obtained freedome of their perſons, and gained a cuftome by uſe of occu- 
pying their Lands, they now are called Copyholders, and are fo priviledged; that the 
Lord canhtot put them our, and all chrough cuſtome ; ſome Copyholders are for Lives; 
one, twozor three, fucceffively ; andſome Inherirances,from Heir to Heirzby cultome, 
and Cyſtome ruleth theſe Eftares wholly, both for Widows Eftates, Fines, Harriots, 
Forfcirures,and all orher things. Mannors being inthis ſort'made at the firlt,reaſon was 
that the Lord of the Mannor ſhould hold a Court, which is no more then to aflemble 
his Tenants together, at a time by him to be appointed; in which Court he was to be 
informed,by oath of hisFenants,of all ſuch Duties;Rents-,Reliefs,and Wardſhips,Copy- 
holds or the like, that had happned unto bim ; which information is called a Preſent- 
ment , and chen his Bailiffro Seiſe and Diftrain for rhoſe Duties, if they were denied 
or with-holden zwhich 1s called a Courc Baron ; and herein 'a man may Sue for any 
Debr or Treſpaſs under Forty pound value, apd the Freeholders are to judge of the 
Cauſe upon proof produced vpon both fides ; and- therefore the Freeholders of rheſe 
Mannors, as 1ncident to their Tenures, do hold by Suire of Court, which is to:come 
to the Court, and there to judge berween no party and patty in thoſe perty Actions ; 
And alſo to ioform the Lord of- Duties, Rents, and Services unpaid ro him from his 
Tenants: By this courſe it is diſcerned , who be the Lords of Lands, ſuch as if the 
Tenams die without Heir, or be atrainted of Felony or Treaſon, ſball have the Land 
by Eſchear, ; jp hs ; 

I now proceed, to trace out the ſeveral Pariſhesof, Kent, and marſhal chem Alpha- 
berically ; yer in this Scrutiny, I have not tortured their Names, untill by a nice and 
curious Anatomie, they confeſſed themſelves to be eicher of Britiſh, Roman or Saxon 
ExtraRtion ;- becauſe, ar once to decline, and vnravel this Difficulty, I have caſt them

Dean Conrt in this Pariſh was the Manfion of a Family who borrowed their Sir-

North- Ajb is another Mannor in this Pariſh, which hath been accounted a Limb of 
the great Mannor of St. Johns at Stron at Hone, aud upon the Suppreſſion of the Al- 
berge of the Knights Hoſpirallers here in £agland, who for many hundreds of years 
had owed this Mannor, was by Henry the eighth granted ro Sir Maurice Dennis, by 
whoſe Coheir ircame to #Wrotezand he paſled it away to7 howas Smith Eſquite,who upon 
his Deceaſe gave it ro his ſecond Son Sir Tho,Smith,in whoſe Deſcendants the Intereft

Scotgrove is the laſt place of Account in Af.it was in Ages of a very high Aſcent;the 
Eſtate of a Family called Torpell. Mabilia Torpell, Widow of John de Torpell, who 
held itin the Reign of Hezrythe third, dyed inthe enjoyment of it,' in the Time 
of Edward the firit, as appears Rot. Eſc. Num. 27, In Times of a lower Gradation, 
I find this Family vaniſhed , and then this Mannor came to be under the Signorie of

£1m0n de Crioll;in-the ewenty ſeventh and rwenty eighth year of Hexry the third, ob- 
rained a Charter of Free Warrento his Mannor of Aſhford, and Mawde de Crioll his

Repton in this Pariſh was the Sear « chat ancient Family of YValo1gn;; Waretins de 
Valoigns in a Deed waereby on Aſh-Wedneſday in the the fourry fifth year of Henry 
the third, releaſes ſome Services due to his Minnor of Swerdlin, to Cecilia Widow of 
Richard Greenbeld, wrices himſelf of Repron, Rualouns de V aloigns was Sheriff of Kent, 
inthe firſt year of Herry the ſecond, and dwelr ſometimes at Kepton, and ſometimes 
at Tremworth, The lalt of thi; Family at this Place was Waretins de Valeigns, who 
concludivg in two Daughters and Coheirs, one of them by marching witch Sir Tho, 
Fog ge, brought rhis and much other Land to own che Title of that Family, and they 
afterwards made this their Seat, which was productive of Perſons as eminent for

twice Lord Maior of Loudon; by which Marriage all that vaſt Demeaſne which 
acknowledged the Intereſt of that Family, came tobe united to this, and continued 
many years couched in their Iohericance, unrill ar length, that is almoſt-in our 
Grandtathers Remembrance, by Sale it devolved to Sprot, who not many years fince 
conveyed his Right in it to Sir Thomas Finch Earl of Winchelſey, Father to the righr 
honorable Heneage Earl of Winchelſey now Lord of the Fee.

Ajthorne in the Hundred of Eaſftry was given to che Monks of Chrift Charb by 
Hifred Arch-Bifſhop of Canterbary,in the year 824, in exchavge for the Mannor of 
Berbams , but the principal Honour which did accrue to it, was, that it was parcel of 
that Eſtate whichclaimed the Family of Badeleſmer for Inhericors, and lay involved 
ip their Demeaſn until che infortunate Artainder of Bartholomew Lord Badeleſmer 
iothe Reign of Edward the ſecond, when being by this Tempeſt rent off from his 
Name and Patrimony, it made its abode in the Revenu: of the Crown, untill K, Edw;

Crivlls Conrtis another Manor in Brenchley, which by Joan Darghter of Bertram de 
Crioll, and Heir Generall of her Brother John de Crioll,ic came to Sir Richard de Ro- 
keſley, and by his Daughter and Heir Joax to Thomas de Ponings whoſe Succeflor Sir 
Ed. Poynings dying in the ewelfth year of Hen.the eighth withour Ifſue or any collatecal 
Alliance,1n the fourteenth year of thar Prince ic eſchezted ro the Crown,atrerwards ic 
was granted in the chirty firſt year of that Prince co Payl Sidney Eſquire,employed as 
Agem. to that Prince inco Spaim-and he nor long after alienatedir to William Lambert 
Eſquire, who ſerled ir upon the Colledge of poor people at @reemwich of his EreRion, 
with a Reſervation thar the Heits male of his Line might hold ir in Leaſe for ever, by 
virtue of which limication it 1s now enjoyed by Mr. John Lambert of Sevenoke Eſquire, 

Parrocksinthis Pariſh was anciently a Mannor relating to a Family of that Denomi- 
nation, which continued Lords ot the Fee untill the latter end of Henry the ſeventh, 
and then it was by Sale conveyed to William Hextall Eſquire, who dying withour Ifſue 
male, Margaret his ſole Daughter and Heir brought this and much Land beſide ro

Maſcalr, Capgrove or Capgrave, and Chekeſwell, are three Mannors in Brenchley 
alſo, which as the Book of Ardinformsme, were in the tyyencieth year of Edward 
the third, inthe poſſeſſion of John de Capgrave, andir is probable that John Capgrave 
an eminent Monk, an Ornament to Learning, and tothe Priory of Chriſt Charch, who 
flouriſhed in the year 1484) and is mentioned with ſo much Honour by Pirſex, vas 
deſcended fromthis man, in whoſe Name theſe Mannors were nor atter this long 
permanent, for as the learned and laborious Sidrach Petit does informe me in his 
Inquelt of Kent, they fell inthe Reignof Richard the ſecond, under the Signory of 
Vaux, whole Succeſſor abour the latter end of Henry the ſixth alienared his Propriety 
in them to Humphrey Stafford Duke of Bnck:ngham, whoſe infortunate Grandchild 
Edward Duke of Buckingham being atrainted in the rwelfth year of Henry the eighth, 
theſe with the Refidue of his Eſtate eſcheared ro the Crown; from which not many 
years after, they were paſſed away to Edward Ferrers Eſquire, and he conveyed his 
Right to Whetonhall , who abouc the beginning of Kins James demiſed them to 
Ozldſworth, who not long after fold them to Bartxe, and he almoſtin our Memory 
rran{mitced them by Sale co Mr.Cha, Tucker Farher #0 the preſent Owne?:, 

The Rectory of Brenchley was given by Richard de (are to the Canons of Sr, 
Mary Magdalen in Tunbridge, and compounded with the Biſhop of Rechefter, 
with rhis Proviſion reſerved, that the ReQor for the Time being ſhould pay rwo wax 
Tapers of four pound Weighr to the Priory of Tunbridge at the Feaſt of St, Mary 
Magdalen. The Mannor which was annexed to this ReCtory, was uponthe Diſſolution 
of rhis Cloifter in the thirty firſt year of Henry the eighth granted to Part Sidnor, 
and he not long after paſſed it away to Wilkam Waller Eſquire, from which Family 
not many years ſince it was by Purchaſe invelted in che Family of Courthop. 

Moatlands was the Inheritance of a Family whoextrafted their Sirname from hence, 
and were called Brexchley,' a Srtanch of which was Sir Williams Brenchley Lord Cheit 
Juitice of che Common Pleas,who founded a Chauntry or Chappel inthe Navy of the 
Cathedral at Canterbury, and dyed in the year 1446 without Ifſue; nor did theſe

certain ; onely it is yery probable, becauſe it had Proprieraries of that Denomination,

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Bre»ſet inthe Hundred of Aloesbridge had fill the ſame Proprieraries with Newing- 
tor Belhouſe near Hieth , and therefore is called Newmyton Brenſet , and thither tor 
farther ſatisfaQtion I ſhall refer my Reader,only I mult inform him;thart here is an old 
Manſion in this Pariſh, which for ſeveral Deſcents was the Sear of the Edolphs, before

Betſhanger in the Hundred of Eaftry, was in elder Times the Patrimony of a Family 
called Marney.or Maris for ſo the Name 1s promiſcuouſly written; Jo.de Afarney,who is 
in ſome old Dceds called Marin, obtained a Charter of Free Warren to his Mannor of 
orear Betſoanger the firlt year of Edw.the firl! Hut ir ſeems this Franchiſe did but improve 
the Salzzand make it more fit to be enjoyed by another,for not long after it was convey- 
ed to John de Soles, ſo called from his Habiration near ſome Ponds, and he died in rhe

The Mannor of B:dborowgh it ſelf had the ſame owners with that of T; wnbridge,as name- 
ly,the Earls of Clare, Audley,and Stefford,and eſchearing by forfeirnre to the Crown,upon 
the attaint of Edw.Stafferd Duke of Buckingham in the twelfch year of He».the cighth,ic 
was by Q. Elizabeth grantedinthe firit year of her Reignto Hexry Cary Lord Hunſdon, 
whoſe Son George (ary Lord Hunſdon dying without Ifſue Male his onely Inhericcix 
Elizabeth wedded to Themas Lord Barkley linked it to his Patrimony, and hein the Be- 
ginning of King James conveyed it to Sir Thomas Smith, Grand-father to Robert Smith 
Eſquire, who lately died poſlelt of ir, 


Bilſngton.in the Hundred of New-church,was folded up anciently in that Patrimony

intend to reform the Eccleſiaſtical Patrimony, and arraign them, nor according to the 
Guilt of theic Crimes, but the Haigouſneſs of their ERates, will fall under a ſober 
Conſideration; that the Exceſſes of the Romiſh Clergie were high, theic Imper- 
feHtions many, and their Irregularities clamorous, is without controverſie ; now what 
the Cauſes were which unfaltved the Ligatures of fireighrer Diſcipline , which "_

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ſo many Nerves did both move and tie togethec all tht Limbs of thz Body Eccleſia- 
Aick ,1 ſhall now briefly diſcover:The fi: Cauſe of chis Depravation was the removing 
and abating thoſePe:ſecurions which had to long with a lad and bloody preſſure grared 
upon Chrittianiry, under the Scepter of cen Heathen Tirants ; and we know thar the 
Fable repreſznts co us, that when the Laucell, che Guerdonzand Salary o: Triumphs, 
andthe Sweat of t he Laborious ſhoulder, withered and ſhrunk into Decay, the Figge- 
rtee ſprang up out of_ its Ruines, which 1s the Emblematick Type of Sotrneſs and 
Effeminacy ; and we read that the Lamps ot Twxlaand Terentias burnt with a clear and 
' uninterrupted Flame, as long as they were Recluſe ro the Cloitters of their Urnes and 
Vaults, and dwelt inthe Scene and Compreheniion of Darkeneſs ; but when they 
were brought ourinto the Publick, like Camphice, they evaporated into che Air thac 
fedthem : So the Primitive Chrifiians who ſhone with inch a bright and conltanc 
Beam inthe Night and Agony of their Afliction, when they were melced with: the 
warmth and Sun-ſhine 'or- a galme ard p:ofperons Fortune, began ro flacken into 
Luxury and Exceſs, Folly and Diſorder ; and they that had dared Axes and Racks, 
Wheels and Gridirons, the Teeth of Beaſts and the Fury of Men, the Heat of 
Perſecutiod and the Flame of Oblation ; andin brief, had been in:xpugnable ro all 
the Artifices and Eogines of Torture, contrived by impious men, fell afterwards 
cheaply and camely, like thoſe whoare ſmothered with Roſes, ſtifled with Perfumes, 
and (trangled with a filken Halter. The ſecond Cauſe, that eldec obſervations inſi- 
nuate to us, to have been the Reaſon ot the Clergies deviation, 1s, that vaſt heap of 
temporal Treaſure with which Conſtantine loaded the Bolome of the Church ; ſorhac 
it may be truly affirmed , Religio peperit Dronas, & Filia deverayit Marrem'; for 
Poverty , though like a ſtreight and narrow Girdle it does with ics cloſe and uncaſie 
ſtri&ure pinch and afflit ns, yer ir keeps the Garmentfrom falling into Looſneſs 'and 
Diſorder ; whilſt ſuperfluity of Wealth is apt to unne thoſe Reſtraincs which are calt 
upon the Will, and unſhackle thoſe Ferrers which are laid upon the ſenſual Appetice, 
rendring our Thoughts vain and trifling, fooliſh and impertivent , and our under- 
takings wild and irregular , making us {oft and eafie for the impreſſions of Vice; bur 
difficult and uncapable of the influences of Vertue, and the nobler Deſigns of Religi- 
on: For itis farther obſervable, thar'from Riches evaporate the Fumes of Lnxucy 
. avd Ambition, which like thoſe Miſts which exhale from the Crudiries of, ifaw 
Stomach, debauch the underftanding, and diſorder Reaſon, and muffle them: up 
Vaile and in a Cloud; and they that view the Light of Truth, which is the gre 
minary in the Firmament of the Church, through the Vapours of ſecular Inte

Bromley gives Name to the whole Hundred where ir is firuated, and hath been 
many-Ages part of the Demeaſne of- che Church, fince ic was given (as appears by 
the Records of the Church of Rocheſter) by John Later a Goldſmich of Loxdon to 
the Biſhop of that Sea inthe year of our Locd 1300, 

There are cwo Seatswithin this Patiſh which were alwaies of remporall Intereſt, 
and pretend'to: a deep Antiquity ; The firſt is Sundridge, which formerly was the 
Patrimony of a noble Family called Blend, Peter le Blund was Conſtable of the 
Tower: of London the thirty fourth of Henry the third, and Ralph le Bland his 
Grandchild- paid reſp:Rive Aid far his Lands at Bromley, which he there held by 
a whole Knights Fee of the Biſhop of Rocheſter, in the twentiech of Edpard the 
thicd;/ and'When this Name was encombed in a Female Heir, this Seat went ma 
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her rothe Willoughbies, from whom the Earl of - Lindſey is deſcended; and when ſome 
years it had retied inthis Family, by the Circumſtance of Purchaſe, it became the 
Parrimony of Beoth; when this Name was likewiſe wound up in an Heir Generall, 
che Betenhems of Pluckley by matching with her, became Lords of this Manfion, and 
and continue {lill Proprieraries of 1t, 

Simpſon+is the ſecond Seat of Account, though in Ages of a later Inſcription it. 
contracted that Name, yet anciently it was the Demeaſne of Baxkewelt, a Family of 
Signall Repure in this Track, John de Bankewell had a Charter of Free Warrento his 
Lands in Bromley, in which this was involved in the thirty firſt of Edward the firſt, 
and Thomas de Bankewell dyedſciſed of ic in the thirty fifth year of Edward the third, 
and when this Family was ſhrunk at this Place into a finall extinRion; the next who 
were eminent inthe Pofſefthon of it, were the Clarks, and one Wiliam Clark that 
flouriſhed here in the Reign of Henry thefifch, that he might not be obnoxious fo 
the Scatute of Kernellation, obtained LicencetoereR a ſtrong little Pile offme 
and Stone, with an embartrell'd Wall encircled with a deep Moat, which is yed 
and nouriſhed with a living Spring . bur this mans poſterity did not long enyoy it, 
for about rhe latter end of Heyry the ſixth, John Simpſon dwelt here by right of 
Purchaſe, and he having much improved the ancient Fabrick, ſerled his Name upor{$ 
it, and indeed that 18 all that's left ro Evidence they were once Owners of It, for 
inan Ageor two afcer this, it was conveyedto Mr, john Stifſes of Bekenham Eſquire, 
from whom deſcends Sir Hwmphrey Stiles Knight and Baroner,Cupbearer tothe lace K. 
Charles, and him does Simpſons confelle for its inſtant Owner. 

There is a Well in the Biſhops Park, called St. Blaſes Well, whagh anciently had. 
an Oratory annexed to it, dedicated to Sr, Blaſws, which was mKh frequented ar 
Whuſontide, becauſe Lucas who was Legat for Sixtus the fourth here in England, 
oranted an indulgent remiſſion of forty Days injoyned Pennance,' to all thoſe who 
ſhould vil this Chappell, and offer up cheir Orizons there, in the three Holy-days ar 
Pentecoſt | 


Boughton Montchenſey is placed inthe Hundred of _— and hath that Addition 
annexed to itztofignifie to us that it was once the Poſleſſhon of the Family of Montchex- 
ſey whoſe principall Seat was at Swanſcamp,where I ſhall treat more largely of chem, 
bur though originally they held this Place, yer it was not long a Branch of their 
Demeaſne, for about the Beginning of Herry the third, they had deſerted the 
Poſſeſſion, and ſurrendred it upto Hougham of Hougham by Dover, and Rybert de 
Hougham dyed poſleſt of it in the forty firſt year of Henry the third, and had Iflue

Poſſeſſor of rhis place, and having inocculated his owp Name upon iryft ſprouted our, 
not in looſe Suckers and Excreſcencies, but in thoſe who were by lind{l Deſcenc from 
him juſtly and ſucceſſively encituled ro the Propriery of this Mannor; [untill che latter 
end of Richard the ſecond;and then ic was by Sale tranſmicred to Robert Purſe,and there 
is one of this Name : bur whether this Man or his Son I am incertait who - was Lord 
of Wierten Houſe who lyes buryed in Boughton Church in the North Ifle, with this 
Inſcription on a Plate of Braſle affixed td the Wall, Hic jacet Roberts Purſe qui obiit 
14 bona multa huic contulit Eccleſie , that is, he builc the Belfrey and the North 
Ifde, ſe are the good Works .regiſtred in his Epitaph ; and over his place of 
Sepulture, his Portraiture in painted Glaſs was preſerved entire untill the eruption 
of the late inteſtive War, and then the rempeſtuous and ill managed;-or rather 
Poverheared Zeal of theſe Tiffes, which like an overheated Brain ill concludes in 
Madrfiſſe, diſordered it into a Heap of Ruines; after this mans Exir, 1 do not find ir 
acknowledged this Farffily long , for Rebert Parſe this mans Son, alienated ir to 
Richard Norton , and his Wife Margaret Mortos lyes enterr'd within that Seat which 
belongs to Wierton Houſe, as the Date on her Tombltone inftrufts me; in the year

hton Alulph or Aluff in the Hundred of Wye, had this appellative Diſtin&ion 
unitedto its Name, to intimate to us that in the Saxons Time it owned the Juriſ- 
dition of one Ale/phas a Saxon, into whole Name to derive his Memory down-to 
us, it hath been ever fince adopred ; Bur in the Ages after the Conqueſt, it was 
wrapped up in the Eſtate of the ancient Family of Burgherſt, now vulgarly called 
Burwaſh, 'Rybert de Burgherſt is the firſt who is brought on the Stage by publick 
Record and preſenced to our Remembrance, and he held ic at his Death, which-was 
intherhircy chicd year of Edward the firſt, Rot.

Boxley inthe Hundred of Maidſter, had an Abby filled with Ciltertian Monks, and 
founded! by William de Ther of Flanders,advanced by King Stephen to be Earl of Kent in the 
uu 1145; K. Richardthe firſft,asthe Regiſter of this Abby denotes, 'was a great Bene- 

ator to the Covent, who were originally tranſported hither from Clarevall in Burgun- 
dy ;. upon the Suppreſſion, the Houſe with the Demeaſne adjacent was in the thirty 
ſecond of Heyry the eighth, granted to Sir Thomas Wiat, Father to Sir Thomas Wiat, 
one of his Privy Counſel, a man of an unbroken though a calamitous. Virtue, who

Buckland by Dover is ſituated in the Hundred of Bewsborough,and was a Branch of that 
ſpacious and wide Demeaſn which made the Parrimony of Hamon de Crevequer 
ſo conſiderable in this County, and he held it at his Deceaſe, which was in the forty 
ſevench year of Hepry the third, Rot, Eſc, Num. 33. Afterwards I find the Wilghebies

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"did not long fix here; for he in the thirty thicd year of the aboveſaid Prince, tranſmits 
all his concernment in it by ſale ro Wilkam Barton and John Whete, and they by mucual 
conſent in the eighteenth year of Edward the fourth alienate ic to. Edward Pargate , 
who tranſmitted it to his Son and Heir” jobs Pargate, from whomgeſcended Edward 
Pargate; who inthe twenty fifth year of Henry the eighth demiſes it ro Peter Bruin ; 
and after the Title had many years united to this Family , Henry Braiz dying withour 
Iſſue gave it to his Siſter Jae Bygge,who in the firſt year of King Jawes Caſt her Righr 
by Sale into her Kinſman John Brun, who in the fifch year of that Prince by rhe ſame 
alienation tranſlated the Title into FYiliam Denne , who decealing withont Ifſue Male, 
Margaret his only Daughter and Heic brought it over to hec husband Edw. Hougham, 
after whoſe death ir is ro devolve to two Daughters who are the ſurvivivg Iflue of that 
Wiſe, namely Elizabeth matched to Mr, E dward Ryſe of (hiſtlet, and Ann wedded to 
Mr. John Betentham now of ('anterbury, 

The Dungeon 15 another Mannor in (anterbary , It was formerly belonging to an 
ancient Family called Chich ; Ernaldi de Chich wasa man of ptincipal note under 
Heyry the ſecond, Richard the firſt, and K, John, and the Aldermenry of Bargate in 
Canterbary did in elder times appertain rothis Family ; Thoma. Chich who was Bai- 
liff of (anterbury 1259, and again inthe year 1271, was a principal BenefaQor to the 
Church of S. Mary Bredinin ( anterbury , whoſe Name 1n an old CharaQter, rogerher 
with his Effigies,are ſet up ip the weſt Window , as his Coat is likewiſe in Stone-work 
in the Chancell ; John Chich was Bailiff of ( anterbwry inthe twenty third, and again 
inthe twenty fixth year of Edward the rhird , inthe year 1320, Robert Malling then 
Commiſlary ot ( avterbary gave Sentence upon clear Evidence by ancient muniments 
and otherwiſe, that the Hoſpital, of St. Lawrence in Cazterbury ſhould not only receive 
the Tithes of the Mannor of the Da»geos , but likewiſe of 300, Acres adjacient to it, 
bur this was not wichour che Tye or 1ribute of ſome Remuneration, for in Aurumne 
John Chich who was then Lord of the Dxngeon, was to receive for his Servants five 
loaves of Bread; two Pitchers and ad half. of Beer, and half a Cheeſe of four pence ; 
and he himſelf wasto receive uwnumpar Cirocecarum ferinarum, one pair of Holyday 
Gloves ,and one pound of Wax in Candles , andfor his Servants three pair of Gloves; 
Thoma: Chich this mans Son was Sheriff of Kent 1n the forty fourth year of Edward 
the third , and held his Shrivealtie at the Dungeon » but in Yalantine Chich this mans 
oreat Grandchild , not only the male line bur likewiſe the poſſeſſion of this place fai- 
led, for he about the beginning of Edward the fourth paſled it away ro Roger Bren Eſq; 
and he died ſciſedof it(as appears by his Will recorded at Canterbury)in the year 1486, 
Bur in this Family it was not long after this reſident , for inthe beginning of Henry 
the eighth , by an old Court Roll I find one fob Butler of Heroxnden in Eaftrye poſleit 
of ir, and he conveyed it to Sir John Hales Chief Baron 6f the Exchequer , and when 
Leland viſited Kent,zwhich was inthe thirtierh year of Henry the eighth, he lived here, 
and from him is it now come down to his Succeflor Sir James Hales the inſtant Pro- 
prierarie of it, 

The Moate, aliat Wykeis a third Mannor within the precinRs of Canterbury, and had 
owners of that Sirname ; For Ireadin Teſta de Nevill that Stephen de VVyke poſleſt it 
inthe rwentyeth year of Hevry the thicd , and paid reſpeRive Aid for it at the mart- 
age of 1ſabel that Princes Siſter ; and in the Book of Ad, where there is an Enumera- 
rion of the ancient owners, there is a Recical of Stephen de Wyke , William le Taylowr » 
John Tancrey, and Richard Betts, who had an Intercſt in it; bur before the beginning of 
Richard the ſecond, all theſe Families were mouldred away and vaniſhed : For inthat 
KingsReign I find it by the CourtRolls of this place, in the hands of Sir Richard de Hoo, 
and Richard Skippe,and they abour the latter endof Richard the ſecond by deed convey- 
edit to Simon Spencer,and he ſome few years after alienaredit ro John StandfordGentle- 
man , who ſuddenly after Paſſed it away to Richard Smith , in whoſe hands ic had not 
long continued, when the ſame Devolurion brought it over to John Eafſtfield Eſquire , 
Son of Sir William Eaftfield who was Knight of the Bath,and Lord M1ior of Londex in the 
year 1438, and from him-it was by Sale carried off to Wilkam Rogers,and he by a Fine

E Danfln in Canterbury was the Ancient Seat of che noble Family of Roper , 
VVilliam Koſper or de Rubra Spatha for fo the Name is writren in old Dareleſs kvi- 
dences » and Elnith his Wife the Daughter and Heir of Edward de Apuldere, flou- 
riſhedinthe Reign of Heyry the third, and wete grear BenetaRorsro the Priotie of 
Saint Martins in Dover , lohn de Rubra Spatka, or Refer did eminent Service in 
Scotland wnder Edward the third, tor which that Prince rewards him and Fillians 
Clifford ( as appears by a Deed recorded in the Earl of Dorſers Pedigree ) gbout the 
twenty nin:h year of his Reign, with the third.part of thoſe Forteicures that were 
doe from the Jews then inhabiting 10 [Londenytor the Violation of ſome Penal Statures 
en:Red againfi them, Edmmnd Son of Ralph Roper was an eminent Man inthe Reign 
of Herry the fourth, and Henry the fifth, under whom he was Juttice of the Peace tor 
this County, anddied the third year of Henry the ſixth 14334. and lies buried in this 
Church of Sr. Dunſtan: ; Jobn Roper-his Son, and Jokn V/eſtcliffe, as the Records of 
this Family infiru& me, were Correctors and Surveyours of the Cultomes of. the

Charlton in the Hundred of Blackbeath, ancieruly written Ceopleton ; that 'is, the 
Town infabited with honeſt, good, ſtour and vuſefull'men for Tillage, and Country 
bulineſſe; Ic anciently belonged to Wilkam Fitz. Oger, as Doomſday Book ſaith, and 
was after given to rhe Monaſtery of Bermondſey neer Southwarke , by Robert Bloett 
Biſhop of Lincoln, Anne ſexto Wilhelm: Secunds, King Henry the third gave the Prior 
of that Houſe Liberty by his Charter in the fifty third year of his Reign to hold a 
Market there weekly, anda Fair once in every yeer, three days togerher, viz, upon 
the Eve, upon Trimty Sunday. and two days afcer; the Market was held weekly upon 
the Monday, and was not long lince ciicontinued ; but the Fair is not diſuſed bur 
kepr yearly upon St, Lwkes day , and\called Horn Fair, by reaſon of the great 
plenty of all Sorts of Winding Hornes, and Cups, and other Veſſels of Horn there 
brought ro be ſold, King James granted the Mannor co Sir Adam Newton Knight and 
Baronet, Turor to Prince Henry; who there hath built a goodly brave Houſe, and 
left the Care with his Coſt, ro enlarge and beautify Gods Houſe, the Pariſh Church, 
to Sir David Commyham Knight and Baronet, late Coforer to Prince Charles; Mr. 
Newton his Brother, and Mr. Peter Newton Gentleman Uſher ro the late King Charles, 
who have moſt amply diſcharged rhat Truft, and in a. manner new builded a great Parr 
thereof, and erefedrhe Steeple new fromthe Ground, and furniſhed it with a good 
Ring of Bells, decorating the ſame Church wichour and within ſo worthily that 
it ſurpaſſerh moſt in the Shire. | | 

Kedbroke neer Charkon was formerly a Pariſh, bur when the Church decayed, and 
the paucity of the Inhabirants could not ſupport the. Charge that was to maintain 
the ſame, they were by Compoſition gpnexed to Charlton; it is of late become of 
berrer Nore ſince it pleaſed King Charles to create Sir William Harvey Knight and 
Baronet, and Baron Harvey of Roſſe in /reland, a Peer of this Realm; alſo by the

Challeck, in the Hundred of Calebil hath rwo places iv it,which may deſervedly come 
within the Regiſter of choſe Mannors which are in this Survey tobe recorded : The 
firlh is Orterpley , which was an eminent Seat belonging ro the ancient Family of 
Apulderfield, The firſt that I find of Note in avy publick Record to have poſlett it 
was Henry de eApulderfield, who had the Grant of a Market and Fayre to his Mannor of 
Apulderfield in Coldham;in the thirty eighth year of Hez.che third ; and this mans great 
Grandchild Henry de eApulderfield was Sheriff of Kent the fiftieth of Edward the third, 
and held his Shrievalty at Challock, His Houſe was near Eaft-wellinthe Earl of #inchel- 
ſey- upper Park,called Apulderfields G arden, which is now fo obſcured inirs own Ruins, 
thac we now with Difficulty trace out urs Sepulcher, made up of irs own'complicated 
Rubbiſh ; but this Mannor, as to ſome Proportion of it, was paſſed away before he 
was Sheriff, ro Edwwnnd de Hani, who held it at his Deceaſe, which was in the forty 
fourth year of Edwardthe third ; bur neither of theſe Families laſted longer then the 
Beginning of Rychardthe ſecond; for then Ihnd itenticely inveſted in Richard Lord

this Name, one of which ſhould have waged Combate with one of the «Apslderfields 
of Otterpley not far diſtant , about building a Chappel in the Valley , which was

"Secondly, Glaftenbury is not to be forgotren,fince it is of ſo great a Name elſewhere, 
and is called as the other is from Glaftney the S+x0n Idiome of [ni Witrin, the Warry 
or Glaſhe place. The Houſe which Rtands in a Park is moated about, and bath been 
for many Generations the capital Manſion of the ancient Family of Rokeburft, ever 
lince Stephen Rokehurſt or Roberts of Curteſden, and in old Re ſomerimes written 
Rokehwrſt Den. in Gondherſt, about the: beginning of Herry the fourth married Joan 
Sole Heir of William Tilley of Glaftenbury, ( whoſe Anceftors had flouriſhed at this 
placezas private Evidencs inſtru me, ever fince the reign of ' Edward the firſt) and iv 
right of that Alliapce became Lord of this Manſion... This Stephens Roberts, alias 
Rokeburſt , was Grand:child of William Roberts, alias Rokeburſt , and that Willians was 
great Grand-child of Wikiem de Rokehurſt, who in the reign of William the Conque- 
rouras the Evidences of this Family inform me, came our of Avandale in Scotland in- 
ro 
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ro England , and to preſerve the memory ot this man,id the Family cill the Govern- 
ment of Henry the jeventh , wiite Reberts alias Rokehurſt, till in the Ealt window of 
the North Chancel of the Church of Crazebrook,, which was built by Walcr Roberts 
Eſq; in thar Princes Reign, as alſo in molt of his Deeds and Conveyences the alias 
was left our. 

Conrſchorne finds place to be remembred in the Map »f Kezt , and then mult nor be 
forgotten here ; it hath been for aboye three hundred years ( as appeats by private 
Records ) the Inhericance of Henley,in an Efſchear Roll raken in the ſevemteench year 
of Edward the thicd, and marked with the number 92. After the death of Richard 
Haxdloe,who it ſeems had Linds at Cranebrook,, there is mention of one Gerva: Henley 
that was one of the Jury and concerned in the Inquiſition : Bur that which much 
improves the Fame of this Manſion is, that it was the Cradle of Sir Walter Henley 
Serjeant at Law, a man of eminent repute in this County inthe Retyn of Hemry the 
eighth, and by his three Daughcers and Coheirs, El;zaberh married to ,...... Waller 
of Grome-bridge , Hellen firlt matched to 7 homas Colepeper of Bedgbury, ſecondly to 
Sir George Somerſert, and thirdly to 7 homas Vane of Burſton;and laitly Anz wedded ro 
Richard Covert of Slang ham in Suſſex,knit thoſe Noble Families together in one Alli- 
ance, but Courſeborne did by Deſcent come over to his Brother Gervas Hexley Eſquire, 
from whom Sir Thomas Henley now of Conrſehorne is lineally extracted, 

Another ancient place there 1s in Craxzebrook, called Hartridge, the poſſeſſion in 
times paſt of a worthy Family of that Sirname,among them chietly to be remembced 
is Thomas Hartriage , for he was one of the Conſervators or Juſtices of Peace inthis 
County in the thicty fourth year of Edward the chird, when there was bur eight only 
inthe whole Shire, Ir hath beer ſince much honoured by the #illford;,who by James 

Willsford a moſt worthy Senator of Lordes , derive themielves from the right ancient 
Family of will:ford of Willsford in Devonſhire , and ate fairly ſpread from hence into 
many Branches both in this County, and elſewhere ; and afcer it had thus for divers 
Deſcents been reſident inthis noble Family, the Poſſeflion was 1n our Fathers remem- 
brance united by purchaſe ro the Patrimony of 7indall , now of Sutton Valence, 

Fifthly Betezham is not to be paſſed over in (:lence, which is a Note worthy Place 
inthis Pariſh,that gave both Sear and Sirname tothe Betenhams , bur whenthe eldeſt 
Line had only three Daughters and Coheirs,marched ro More, Dering, and Fijber, who 
divided the Patrimony, this in his Wites right was annexed tothe Demeaſn of More, 
and this after More had alienated his Intereſt in it, came to acknowledge for Sole 
Owners the R ges,ot which Family was the right Noble Sir Tbomas Roe Knight, Chan- 
cellor'of the moſt Noble Order of the Garter, and of the Privy Councel tothe late 
Kids Charles and ſeverall years Embaſlador to the Great dogor, Great Twrk, , King of 
Sweden, and laſtly to the Princes of the Proteitanc Unionin Germanyiin the year 1642, 
After which Negotiation moſt prudently tran{ated, he returned, and died ; bur 1n 
this Family it remained not long , for inthe remembrance of that Age our Fathers 
lived in, 1t was by Sale deriſed ro Mansfield, in whom the Poſleflionis at this pre- 
ſent ſerled, 

There are two places more which may be regiſtredin this Invencorie, The firſt 
1s Pleching burſt, which was an ancient Seat belonging tothe Sharpeighs of Sharpergh , 
a Family of deep rooted Anciquirie in this Track ; Robert de Sharpzighflouriſhed here 
at Craxebrook, about the beginning of Edward the firft, and was witnels toa Deed of 
William de Brindens of Brindex : Inthis Pariſh tormerly the Linas, and now the Hol- 
dens ; but this Deed js without Date : another Robert Sharpeigh of —_— and Crare- 
brook., as Ifind by an ancient Roll was in Commilſion as Tukice cf the Peace abour 
the latter end of the Government of Herry the ſeventh : Bur as all ſubluoary things 
are Ctuſhed and overturned by the wheel of an inconſtant Viciflicude, ſo by Confe- 
quence are our Poſleflions likewiſe ; for,after this place had b:enfor ſo many Deſcents 
the Inheritance of thisancient Family , ir wasalmolt wichinthe Verge of our Re- 
membrance , firſt alienated to Adariis, and by him not long fince by Sale de- 
_ miſed coWalter, 
The ſecond is Buckburſt, which is the laſt place of Account within the circuit of 
this Pariſh, If we goto trace the Antiquity of thie Families, who were the ancient 


Proprierorrs of ic,we (hall find that it acknowledged Hadlve and Buckburſt for irselder 
| O 2 Poſleſſors, 
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Poſſeſſors, that rhe fic had ſome concernmenc here, no: only the private. Deeds and 
Muviments of this place doevince to us, bur likewiſe by av Inquiſition taken after 
the deceaſe of Richard de Hadloe, by which it is evident he heid ſome Elkare here. 
inthe ſeventeenth year of Edward the third, Rot. Eſc. Num. 32, And that the ſecond 
Family had ſome Interelt here, nor only the Auchoriry aboveſaid dorh juſtifie, bur 
che Name irſelt doth racitly infinuare that this Manhon formerly gave Seat and De- 
nomination tothe Family ot Buckbxrſt ; in times of a lower ſtep, thar 1s, in the Reign 
of Hexrythe ſeventh, I find ir in che Tepuge of Drazer ; bur how it devolyed to this 
Family , I cannot diſcover ; Ir is enough thar it continued united to their Dimeaſn , 
untill che begionivg of Q, Elizaberb, acd then it was conveyed to eAlexander ( oach- 
man, in whoſe Deſcendanc the Signorie and Intereſt of ir hath ever fince been con- 
ſtantly refidevr. 

Craxebroke had the Gran of a Market to be obſerved weekly there on the Saturday, 
iothe cightcepth year of Edward the ficit , as appears Cart, Edw. 1. Nom, 92. 

I had almoſt forgot to tell you that there is a place inthis Pariſh called Holder, 
which with Hawkeridge hath for ſome Centuries of years acknowledged rhe Holdens 
for its Propriecaries, agd are ({1l] united co the Patrimony of this Name and Family, 
which for ſuch a vaſt Succeſſion of time hath beenplanced at (rancbroke. - 

There was a Chappell at a place called Ai/kboyſe,in the Ealtern part of this Pariſh 
founded and endowed by John Lawleſs , abour the latter end of Henry the ſeventh , 
which. upon cthz gen:rall Dilol.cian of Chancries and all - other Religious 
Fraternities by Henry the eighth, was by that Prince abour the latter end of his Rule 
oranted to Sir Jobs Baker of S:/ingherft nor far diitant, whoſe Revenue is yer in the 
poſſeſſion of Sir John Baker his Succeſſor, | 

There was another Chappell founded at S;/wgherſt ( as the Evidences of 'that place 
doinfinuare ) by Jehn de Suxexharſt ; which was reedihed by the late Sir Jobs Baker , 
and by a Deed delivered to John Bancroft Biſhop of Oxford devored to the Setvice of 
God, and dedicated as it was before to St. John the Evangeliſt: After the reception of 
this Inlttument, which was in the year 1637. it was by the ſame Biſhop Conſecrated; 
firſt, by a Prayer at the entrance of the Chappell, rhen by others made ar the Seats, 
Pulpit, and Communion Table ; the efe&t of all which was;that God would accepr of 

it for a Houſe, andlikewiſe of the Prayers and Devorions that in that Oratorie were 
offered up by th faichſul People of God to his Honour andService, 


Charing in the Hundred of Calehif, is in Sxxon written (ering y and by that Name 
King Kezulf inthe year 799. made Reflitution of it to Chriſt Church in Canterbury at 
che humble requeſt of Arch-Biſhop Athelard, for King Offa had taken it away from 
rh:t Church in the time of Arch-Biſhop Jamibert;and being thus regained co the Seezit 
continued ſo till che great Excharge made in the twenty ninth year of Hemry the 
eighth wich chart Prince by Arch-Biſhop (rTenmer ; the Fee-{imple was planted in the 
Crown: Inthe timg of the Conqueſt inthe Noritia of the Arch-Biſbop and Cathe- 


* darals Lands, becauſe they held ic in ancient Demeaſy ( that is, they had poſleſtic long 


before the Conquelt ) anda Mannor-houſe or Palace there, it was called Proprium 
Maneruum Archiepiſcopi, Inthe time of Edward the Confeſſor it went for eight Sul- 
lings or Plough-Lands, bur in the twentierh year of #ilavs the Conquerour it was 
rated in Doomſday Book at ſeven Sullings, becauſe one Plough-Land was laid into his 
Demeaſn, The Chucch dedicated co St. Peter and Paxl, was anciently famous by a tra- 
ditionalrelation, (which Iam not much moved wich,for it wants che ſtamp of venera- 
ble Auchoriry ) which did affirm, thar the Block an which St. Joh» the Baptilts Head 
was cut oft, was brought into England in the Reign of Richard the firſtzand kept in 
this Church. | 

The ficit place of ſecular Intereft which doth occurre, is Pett, the Evidences of 
this place now in the hands of Sir Robert Hoxyweed do mention the Ports ro be in Ages 
of a very high Aſent, that is, abour theReign of Heer the third, and Edward the firit, 
Prop:ietaries of it but publick Records reach no farther than Newcourt Lord of the 
Mannor of Newcoxrt not far diſtant ; Jeffrey de Newconrt Son of Waker de Newcourt 
patd reſpeive Aid inthe twentierh year of Edwardthe third for his Lands at New- 
court and Pett, After the Newcourts were gone out , the Hatches were by Peade® 
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planted at Petr and Newcorrt; they were called fo from their abode near ſome Gate 
or paſſage, for one of chem who was Poſlcſſor of theſe rwo places , was written Hugh 
at Hatch; from this Family by Sale abour the latcer end of Henry the ſevench, the righic 
of Pett and Newcourt devolved to William Warbam ; and in ſome Copies of Feds 
which I have ſeenby a falſe Tranſcription written william VV arren, and this man ſold 
chem both again in- the entrance of rhe Reign of Henry the eighthto Rebert Atwater, 
who determining in Mary Atwater his Sole Heir, She by matching with Robert 
Honywood Eſquire of Henewood in Poſtling, wound up the Intecelt of thele two places 
Pett and Newcowurt into the Demeaſfn of that Family, ſo that they now own Sic Robert 
Honywood his great Grandchild the Sole Proprietary of them. 

Stilley is another licrle Mannor lying within (þarizg, and was anciently enwrape 
in the Revenue of Freve, John de Frexe who flouriſhed in the Reign of Henry 
the third, 1s mentioned in Teſta de Nevill, a Book collefted in the rwentiet 
year of that Prince, ro have paid Aidar the Marriage of the Kiogs Si.ier, for Lands 
which he poſſelt at (haring ; after inthe rwentieth year of Edward the third, there is 
a recital in the Book of 4.9 of Sir Thomas de Brockhull Son of Sic William de Brockbull, 
who paid an Auxiliary ſupply at the making of che Black Prince Knight for his Lands 
which he heldat Salrwood, ( alebill, ('haring, and other places in this County ; bur 
after this the Poſſeſhon was nor long refident in this Family, for Henry Brockbull 
this mans ſecond Son, tro whom theſe Mannors of &:i/ley and Newland were affigned 
for livelyhood, about the twelfth year of Henry the fourth, cranſmicted chem by 
Sale to John Darell Eſquire, Son of Sir William Darell, who was extracted our of the 
right ancient and Knightly Family of the Darells of Seſay ; from whom Ste John 
Darellof (Calchill, and Lord of this Mannor of S:illey, is originally and lineally ifſued 
Our, 

Wickans is another Mannor circumſcribed within the Limits of this Pariſh, it was 
originally the Patrimony of Brent, a Family well endowed inthis Track, and cer- 
tainly was as ancient a Sear of this Family as any which lay involved in cheic Re- 
venue, for John Brent Son of Robert de Brent of ( haring = reſpe&ive Aid for 
Lands which he held here in the cwentieth year of Edward the third, and William 
Brent who was Son of Hugh Brent of (haring, made his Will che rwenty ſeventh 
year of. Herry the fixth, and diſpoſed of this place to his Son Hugh Bren; andthis 
Hugh had Iſſue William Brent, who compoſed his Teftament in the renth year of 
Henry the ſeventh; and this William was great Grandfather ro Themas Brent, in whom 
the Male Line determined, ſo that Margaret his Sifier became his Sole Heig, who 
by marching with Jo. Dering of Surrenden Dering Eſquire, hath made Wickins ever 
fince parcel of the Demeaſn of that Name and Family. | 

Newland is anothereminent Mannor in Charing, which give Seat and Sirname to 
a Family ſo ftyled : Sir Jobn de Newland lived here inthe Reign of Edward the fir 
and ſealed with an Eſcollop upon a Cheveron for his Coat, which is yet viſible inancient 
Regiliers, and other venerable Monuments of Amiquity ; bur before the latrer end 
of Edward the third, this Family was extinyuiſhed at this place, and then it became 
parcel of the noble Family of Brockhull of Cale- Hill, and continued folded up in 
rheir Poſſeſſion untill the twelfth year of Henry the fourth, and then it was paſled 
away by Deed from Henry Broeckbull to John Darrell Eſquire, from whom ir is by

Everſley next courts us ro a Remembrance, it lies partly in Charing, and partly in 
Stacefield, and though now obſcure, yer in elder times was made eminent y being 
one of the Manſions of Brian de Everſiey,a Man very eminent in the Reign of Henry 
the thicd and Edward the firſt, and is mentioned in the Leiger Book of Feverſhams, 
ro have been a Benefa@tor ro thar Covent; but his Piery could nor ſecure the Tule to 
his Poſtericy,for about the beginning of Edwardthe third, I find it planted in th=Po- 
teſſion of Prrferer, by the Heir General of which Family called J»/jav, ir came to be 
the Poſſeſſion of Thomas St. Leger , and he died poſſelt of it in the tenth year of 
Henry the fourth, and bequeathed it to Mary his Daughter and Coheir, eſpouſed to 
Hemry Aucher, from whom it was wafted down by deſcendant Righr to his Succeſſor 


Sir Anthony Axcher, who about the b:ginning of Queen Elizabeth — .. wr 
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Michael Sond; Eſquice, afterwards created Sir Michael Sond:, from whom it is now d<- 
yolved-to his Deicendanr Sir George Soxds Knight of the Bath. 

Trembatch in old Deeds Trambacch, lies likewiſe in Charing, and is advanced and 
aſcended tro ſome Note and Eflimate, fince ic was honoured by being parcel of the 
Patrimony of Barham, a Family which was made ſplendid by av eminent Repure, 
and no leſs confiderable by a ſpreading Revenue which they held in this County, of 
whom I ſhall ſpeak more when I come to. Barbam Cour: in Terſtan, one of the prin- 
cipal Manſions of this Name : Finally, atcer it had for ſeveral Deſcents confeſſed the 
Propriery of this Family, .ic was by Rychard Barham conveyed by a Fine levied the 
eleventh year of Henry the fourth ro John Han, where the 1icle was not ſo fixed as 
inthe former, for he not long after by a ſemblable Alreration paſſed ic away to Henry 
Malmains, and who about the Reign of Henry the fifth determined intwo Daughters 
and Coheicrs, whereof was Agnes wedded ro Thomas Gonldwell, and ſo by this Alliance 
Trembatch was enwrapped 1n his Patrimony, and continued in the Deſcendants of

Having done with Chartham, I fhall now diſcover what places are encloſed within

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che third was held by Job» the Sor of Sir Joby Polre of Polre in Harbledewne; bur onely

many years ſince demiſed it to Sit Tho, Swan of Soxthfleet, whoſe Son and Heir William 
Swan Eſquire enjoys the inttant Signorie of it, 

Howfield is a ſecond place which calls for our Notice, it was as hi gh as any Evidence 
can furniſh me wich Intelligence, to ſteer me onto any old Diſcovery, the Patrimonial 
Inheritance of Fogge, a noble and Knighcly Family as any in this Track: Sir Thomas 
Fogge who inhabited at 7 o»;ford, abour che latter end of Edward the third, purchaled 
this and Towiford of John de Toniford, abour the laſt year of that Princes Rule , and

Bur the place in Charthams of moſt eminent Account is the Mannor of Shalmesford- 
Bridge, ſo called becauſe rhe Manſion Houle is firuared near the Bridge, which croſſes 
che Stoure, It was for mavy Generations the Inherirance of a Family which had 
here their Seat, and derived trom hence their Sirname, and continued down in an un- 
interrupted ſucceſſion inthe Poſleſſion of this Family, until abour the beginning of 
the reign of Henry the ſeventh, (as appears by the Deed which 1 have een) Ans 
Daughter and Sole Heir of Wilans Shalmesford was wedded to Jobn Petit, and ſo by

Edward ſecund;, reſtores the Caſtle and Mannor with 
all che Goods and Charrels in ir, which belonged to Bartholomew Badeleſmer, ro David 
de Strabolgie, Grandchild ro the firſt David, for Life only, which upon his Expiration 
was gain united to the Royal Revenue, and 1n the third year of King Edward 
the thirds Government, it was by Parent granted to Bartholomew Badeleſmer, Son to 
the aboveſaid Lord Bartholomew; and he dying in the twelfth year of Edward the 
third, left it to his Son Giles Badeleſmer, who deceaſed withour Iffue, and ſo his 
four Siſters became his Coheirs; one of which called ACargar#t, by matching with 
William Lord Roos of Hamlake, unired the Caſtle and Mapnor of Chilham, which 
accrued to her upon the Diviſion of the Eſtate ro his Reverne, from whom

Dane Cowrt 18 a fourth Mannor within the Limirs of Chilham,not to be waved or 
declined inthis preſent Survey : Ir was anciently the Patrimony of Thomas de G ar- 
winton of Welle in Littlebowrne, and he held ir, as appears by ancienc Court Rolls, in the 
Reign of Edward the ficlt, and Edward the ſecond, whoſe great Grandchild W:ll;anm

in the road at Lywen not far diſtant, had been much afflited and ſhattered by a Tem- 
pelt; whereupon he recurned, and left his Army for ten dayes,encamped upon the brow 
of this Hill,cill he had new careen'd and rigg'd his Navy ; burin his march from hence 
was ſo vigoriouſly encountered by the Britons, that he lolt with many others Leberius 
Dur Tribune and Marſhal of the Field, whoſe Obſequies beipg performed with 
ſolemnities anſwerable ro che eminence of his Place, and Command, each Souldiet 
as was then Cuſtomary, bringing a certain quantity of earth to improve his place of

Camerwood is another Mannor in this Pariſh, whoſe Pofleſſors, I confeſſe, I could 
never trace our, by any Print of publick Record; therefore I endeavoured to give 
my ſelf Satisfaction, by the private Evidences: bur, the Heir 'being under Age, 
the Deeds were depoſited in' the Hands of thoſe who repreſented my Deſign in 
Surveying them through the Mitts of Cautious Jealoufies and Dittrults, and to my 
. Arrempr became fruiclefle, All the Intelligence 1 could gain (as in Relation ro 
that place) was colleted from an old Manuſcript, whoſe Hand ſeems contem-

Now if you will 
know , where that place is ſeated, I anſwer, it is fituared in Chart by Smtton , 
where there is an ancient Farme, which formerly had the Reputre of a Mannor, 
and is at this inſtant, as it was in Ages of a higher Step, known by the Name of 
Lads, and was till, almoſt our Grandfathers Memory, 'in the Tepure of that Fa- 
mily ; after 144 was departed from the Pofleflion of this Place, the Netherſolls, 
by Purchaſe were, about the Beginnivg of Hexry the ſeventh, incorporated into 
the Poſleflion, and Raid in it fome few years, and then alienated their Intereft 
here to Axcher , who abour the Jatter end of Henry the eighth, refigned the Title 
by Sale ro #roth, in which Family it was reſident, until ſome few years fince- ic was 
Paſled away to Elgar.

Ladwoed is an eighth Mannor in this Pariſh, written in old Evidences Lad:- 
wood, from whence we may ſpin out a more then probable ConjeQure, that, be- 
fore the ereing the houſe by Rolfe, it was a Wood belonging to Lad of Bo- 
wick; bur for ſome hundreds of years, that is, fince the latter end of Edward the 
third, it hath conſtantly related to the Family of Rolfe, a Name which Mr. 7hinne 
conjeAures in a Pedigree which he collected of this Family , was contracted from 
the ancient German Name Rodelphwe: and Mr. Lambert, in his Kentiſh Perambu- 
lation, mentions one Relph a Saxon, who added much to the Caſtle of Rocheſter, 
from whom it is not altogether improbable, this Family, which hath been ſo ancient 
at Elbaw, might extract their firſt original. 

Clavertie is the laſt place in this Pariſh,which may exact our mention: ir did belong 
before the Suppreſſion to the Knights Hoſpitallers,and was one of thoſe places, in this 
Track,which was a Commaundry ro the more general Seminary of this Order planted 
ar Ewell, Upon the Diſſolution of this Order, here in Exgland, by Henry thecighth, 
who condemned their Diſorder and Luxury, only to improve his own, like the 
Lapming, who cries moſt when ſhe is fartheſt oft from her Neſt, this was added 
ro the Demeaſne of the Crown: and King Edward the ſixth granted it to Peter 
Heyman Eſquire, who was one of the Gentlemen off his Bedchamber , and grear 
Grandfather ro Sir Henry Hamon Baronet , who was the late Proprietarie of this 
Mannor of Claverty, a perſon ro whom 1f 1 ſhould not affirm my ſelf fenally and 
extraordinarily engaged, I deſerved co be repreſented to Poſterity under the darkelt 
Complexion of-Ingratitude,

it was either this Joh» Abell or his Father, chat obtained a Charter of Free-warren

Leſnes Abby was founded by Richard de Lucy, Lord Chief Juſtice of Exglazdun- 
der H.the ſecond,in the year 1179,anddedicared to St, Thomas the Martyr,the Sairt of 
Camerbury, who as he had been above the Kings Will on earth, was now above 
his Faith in Heaven, being after his, bur early Canonization, grown into {ach Ve- 
veration and Eflimate,that Oriſons and Prayers, Shrines,and Alrars, Abbyes and Tem- 
ples, were offered up to his Name, of which chis was none of the leaſt, being a 
Houſe of black Canons, or Canons of St. Augr/tins, This Richard de Lncy the 
Founder, was Son of Richard, who was Son of Roger de Chilham, and he was Son 
of Fulbert de Dover, who entred into England with William the Conquerour , and 
chatiged his Name of Lucy to Dover, (of which; firſt, there 1s not only a Sieniory or 
Locdſhip, bur likewiſe a Family at this inftanc remaining in Fraxce)becauſe he was 
one. of thoſe eight, to whom certain Knights-Fees were aſſigned by #:ll;am the 
Conquerour, to be Aſſiftant ro John de Fiennes, in the Guard of Dover Caſtle ; 
thus much for his Extraction. Now for his Dignity, he was not oply Lord Chief 
Juſtice, bur likewiſe Prorettor of Exgland, in the twelfth year of Henry the ſecond, 
in his Abſence in France, which great Office he managed with ſo much Fidelity, 
Prudence; and Magnanimity, that when the Earl of Boloign invaded this Iſland, - 
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the thirteenth year of the aboveſaid Prince, he was forced to retire with Shame 
Confuſion, and Lofſe: which Aion mult certainly have improved his Name to a 
very high Eſtimate, ip the Opinion of thoſe Times, Yer notwithſtanding he de- 
velted himſelf of that Pomp and Pageantry , theſe great Offices had made him 
olitter with (which Conqueſt, that he made upon himſelf wichin , was of .more 
{mporrance, then any he could have atchieved without) arid clouded himſelf in a 
Monks Cowle, and became the Prior to that Covent, he himſelf had ereed, and 
there likewiſe found his place of Sepulcure : And it is probable, that thoſe Cofhns,

Yokes Court is another ancient Seat in Frenſted , which, as high as any Beam, 
either of Publick Record, or private Muniments, cat conduRt me to a Diſcove- 
Iy ; I find, acknowledged the noble Family of Northwood, and owned the In- 
rereſt of chat Family, uncill che thicry fifrh of Edward the third, and then Roger 
ae Northwood dying without Iflne-male, bequearhed ir to his only Daughter and 
Heir, Albina Northwood; who by matching with Johx Digge of Diggs (onrt in 
Berham, united this Sear to the Intereſt of rhar Name and Family , and they to 
keep Life in her Memory, ( a ſmall Preterment beyond the Fate of humane Frailty,) 
that had improved their Parernal Iohericavce with ſo great a Supplement of Ad- 
ditional Eltate, erected a fair Monument over her Aſhes in Berhams Church , and 
adorned it with a French Epitaph, which inftrucs the Reader, whoſe Duſt ſleeps 
beneath the Marble Repoſitory.

iv Exchange for it, and his Queen Matilda, raiſed a (tarely Monaltery which ſhe 
ttored wich Monks, of the Order of St, Bexner,which yere brought thicher by {larem- 
balg che firit, Abbot, from the Abby of Sr. Marys ar Bermondſey in Southwark, and 
procured a: Letter to be writ from Peter Abbot of that place, to abſolve and re- 
leaſe them from all Obedience, ro the Order of the (hwniac's. And here was K, 
Stephen, Matilda his Wife, and Euſtace Earl of Boloign, his Son, Lord Warden of 
the Cinque Ports, and Conſtable of Dover Caſtle ſolemnly enter'd. Of which for- 
mer King it is obſerved, that though his Reign were rough and tempeſtuous, by 
Reaſon of his perpruall D-bates and Contelts, with Mawd the Empreſſe and her 
Son, -concerving the Title; yet were there more Religious Convents erected in his 
Rule then either before or atter;which made it appear though theTimes were bad they 
were not impious, And certainly,irom the uneven and imperfect Proſpe&, which thoſe 
Times folded up inthe Flame and Smoak of Civil War, have afforded us of this 
Prince, and of his Sway of the Sceprer, we may conclude that in all things, he 
was fit to be a King, bur that he was one. Thorne the Chronicler relates two

Power of the See Apoſtolick might, by this Aﬀront and Incoad upon ir, be tram- 
pled under Foor, Hereupon the Pope, upon Advertiſement received, ifſues out

The Nunnery of Folkfton aboveſaid, being much def:ced, was in. the Time of 
Henry the third, reedified and reeſtabliſhed by John de Clinton, and John de Se- 
oraveand Julian bis Wife;which was upon this ſecond Ere&ion ored with Nuns,who 
were to live as formerly, under the Rule .of St, Bexxet, and dedicated to St, Peter 
and Sr. £anſwith, But when it was found, in the ſecond year of Henry the fifth , 

+ that it related by forrein Dependance to the Abby of Loeley in Normandy, it was 
by that prudent and caucious Monarch Suppreſt, , 

There were five Churches anciently in Folk on, three of which were dedicated

Eabald King of Kent, about 1000 years ſince, built a Caſtle ar the South parc 
of this Town of FolkFon, which being ſhrunk into Decay, William de Averenches 
erected a Fort ih the year 1068; onthe Foundation of the formerly demoliſhed Pile, 
whoſe ruinous Shell or Skeleton is yet viſible,

Prince in the fifrierh year ot his Reign, called ro Hercie, and ro molt parc of 
his Eſtate, excepting Leeds-Cif{le, Berſted, Chetham, and ſome other peices, bur 
dyed without Ifive; fo that Eleanor matched ro Bertram de Croll , Juliana firlt 
marched to Nicholas de Sandwich, and ſecondly to Roger de Segrave, and two o- 
chers who were wedded to Lenham, and Patejbxll, became, as they were his fouc 
Siſters, his four Coheirs.

Hope- Houſe in Folkfton, belonged to the Howghanss, a noble and knightly Fami- 
ly iphabitivg at Houghaws not far diftant, and Robert de Hougham dyed \ciſed of 
it in the forty firſt year of Henry the third, In the Reignot Edwardthe ſecond, 
I find the Clintons poſſeſt of it, and William de Clinton Earl of Huntmgton, dyed

King Edvard the third, 1376 y i the fifty firſt year of his Reign founded the 
Religious Houſe of Friers Aliens, or Dominican Friers. Sir. Jeb» Norbury Knight, 
bigh Treaſurer of England, is reckoned a Benetactor to the ſame, after the Diſſo- 
lution of this Houſe, and its Annexion to Shene by King Hewry the eighth. 

Another Houſe of obſervant Friers was erected here, by King Edward the fourth, 
as we read in Jo. Roſſe, Circiter Aunum Regnmi Edward: quarts, venerint Fratres ob- 
ſervantes Ordims 'CMinorum ad Greenwich, & habebant Camariam & Capellam Santts 
({rucis; And King Hewry the ſeventh, builded that Houſe for them adjoynivg to 
the Pallace, which is yer there to be ſeen. | 

There are moreover in the Town, two Colledges or Almes houſes, for the Suſten= 
tation of poor Perions, rhe one builded by William Lambert Eſquire, which he 
named the Colledge of Queen El:izabeths poor People, and as the Prying Adver- 
faries of our Religion then obſerved, was the firſt Proteſtant that built an Hoſ- 

ital, 
; The other ſtanding by Thames-fide, was founded by Henry Howard, Earl of 
Northampton. Lord Privy Seal, Lord Warden of the Cinque-ports, and Knight of the 
Garter. And inlarged and Beaurified the Caſtle, (which is tamous ip the Spaniſh 
Fables) from whence there is a molt fair and pleaſant Proſpe& open.to the Ri- 
ver, winding in and out, almoſt redoubling of it ſelf, the green Medows and Marſhes 
underlying the Citty of Lo»don, and Country round abour, Deſcribed by Berk/cy in his 
Emnphorm1o, 

yo alſo for-a L'*»v'oy to Greenwich,you may readthe Verſes of Leland the Ant:- 
quarian Poet adjoyning to Greenwich, Blackbeath, of which the Hundred raketh the 
name , ſo called of ' che colour of the Earth, or Bleachearh of rhe high and 
cold Situation, for bleak Hgnifierh cold. Alſo Campss Marts, it may well be cal- 
led: fot beſides the Burthen of rhe Daniſh Camps, it hath born three rebellious 
Aſſemblies. One in the time of King Richard rhe ſecond, -Moved , as ſhall be 
farther 'declared. in Offham , by John Tylar, whom William Walworth, then Maior 


of London, flew with his Dagger in Smithfield, and thereupon , upon the Tradition

Jack Cade that Counterfeit Mortimer , and his Crew, condufted the ſecond , who 
araying themſelves here, and paſſed to London, where they did to Death the Lord 
Say, and others, and executed their malice upon the Records and Monuments 
of the Law; Burning down the Office of Armes, which was then kept at Cole- 
Harbour, burning, deltroying their Rolls, Regiſters, and Books of Armory ; Theic 
main Drift and Deſign, being ro bring in Pacicy. 

And their Inſurretion was here afſembled, by Michael! Joſeph Black-ſmith , 
and the Lord"Axdley, under the Reign: of King Heyyyche ſeventh ; at which time 
they and their Complices received their juſt Deſert: the Common Numbers of 
them, beipg diſcomfited and flain, and the Leaders themſelves, taken, drawn-and 
havged. | 

of this laſt, there remaineth yet, to be ſeen upon the Heath, the place of the 
Smith's Tent, called commonly his Forge ; and ot all, there the great grave-Hills 
of ſuch as were buryed, after the overthrow. Theſe Hills, in che Welt-Country, 
' upon diverſe Champions and Plains ( where 1s no ſmall Store of the Like ) are 
called Barowes,of the old Engliſh word Burghes; which laſt word,melted inco Buryings, 
( being a Spring of the old Stock ) we do yet retain alive. | 

The firſt and laſt of theſe Commotions were ftirred of Griefe, the Common 
people conceived for the Demand of rwo Subfidies. Of which che one was un- 
reaſonable, becauſe ic was taxed upon the Polls, and exempred none. The other 
was unſeaſonable, for that it was ables when the heads of the common people were 
full of Perkin Warbeck, 

The third and middlemoſt , grew.upon a grudge, that the People took for yielding 
the Dutchie of Aziow, and Maine, ro the King of Sicily: The coming of whole 
Daughter, (after that the King would needs have her co Wite , notwithlianding, 
his precontrakt made with the- Earl -of Armenac) was not fo joyfully embraced, 
by rhe Citizens of London upon Blackheath, wearing their red Hoods, Badges, and 
blew Gowns, as inSequele the Marriage ad whole Government it ſelf, was known 
ro be dereſted of rhe Country Commons, by bearing in the ſame place; Harneſſe, 
Bowes, Bills, and other” Weapons. - Thus far , the Story of Blackheath proves but 
ſad and rragical : That which remains, is-of a more glorious and ſplendid condi- 
tion, confitting of Ovations and Triumphs; for when the Emperour of Conftan- 
rinople, came to require Aid againlt che Turks, King Henry che fourth, wich: all 
Princely reſpe&, went" to meer him ar this place, and {o conducted him to 
London, And 'when King Henry the fifth, returned from his victorious Conqueſt 
of France, the Lord Maior and Citizens of Loexden, went forth in their bet Equi- 
page, to attend his Reception art this place, at which time the King made'many 
Knights Bannerets; And K. Hey, the eighth,thatexcelled in all Triumphal matcers mer 
Anne Cleve, daughter to the Dake of - ( leve. 


Graveney in the Hundred of Bowghton, was in the year of our Lord eight hun- 
dred and eleven, by Archbiſhop U/fred, bought of King Kenwolfe, (as the Book 
of Chrift-church, ſecs it forth,) ad eps Ecclefie Chriſti, ro the repair of the Cathe- 
dral, In the year of Grace eight hundred and chicty, Werhardus a Prieft of much 
Power in England, (by the injunction of the -Arch-biſhop ) gave Graveney to the 
Monks of  {/briſt-church, which had been before ſnaurched away , and theo paſſed 
under rhe Notion of thirty two Hides ; and if you will ſee how it was rated 
in Doemſ-day Book, it is thus there repreſented : Graveney, eſt CManerium 
Monachorum, & eſt 'de Veſtn eorum , quod Richardus ( onftabularitu tewet in 
Feodo de Archiepiſcopo, & tamen reddit firmans Monachis, & pro-1 Sulling ſe defen- 
dit, This Mannor by the Succeſſive Propriertaries , was held in Fee,of the Arch-biſhop 
of Canterbyry. 

Here was a Family called Gravezell, who were Lords of this Mannor, which Job» 
de Gravexell, dyed poſleſt of , inthe fifty fixth year of Henry the third. Afterwards 
I find the Feverſhams, a Family ſo called, held ir, Richard Feverſbam was ſciſed 
of it at his Death, which was in the thirteenth year of ' Aichard the On

marched ro John Boteler became his Heir. This Johz Loteler, was hgh Sheriff of 
Kent, in the twenty ſecond year of Richard che ſecond, Bur dyed likewiſe with- 
ont Iſſue-male, ſo that his Eftate here, which devolved to him by Female Riohe, 
by the ſame Fate, was carried away to john Martin, one of th: Judges of the 
Eommon-Pleas, who married Ax his Sole Heir, and this Man lyes buryed in 
Graveney Church, under a Fair Stone inlaid with Braſſe, and his Pourtraiture 
inſculped thereon, with this Inſcription afhxed, . Hic jacer Joannes Martin, Juſti- 
ciarius de communt Banco, qui obit 24 Ottobris, 1436, & Anna Uvor t'us, From 
Martin, the Propriety of that Eſtate here, which had been diverſe years enticu- 
tedrothis Name; went by Purchaſe into Pordage of Rodmerſham, in which Family the 
Poſlefſion hath for ſeveral Generations been conſtantly refidenr, : 


Graveſend in the Hundred of Toltingtrow, was anciently the Poſſeſſion of a Fa- 
mily called Cramavill, who had likewile very conſiderable Pofſeſſions in Esſt-Kent, 
Hetry de (/ramavill, held it at his Death, which was in the fitry fourth year of 
Henry the third, Ryr. Eſc. Nam, 8. And Joan, Wife, I believe, of Henry de Cra- 
maviil, was leiſed of it at her Deceaſe, which was in the eighth year of Edward 
the ſecond, Rot. Eſc. Num, 53. After this Family was gon our, I find the Lord 
of rhe Fee, to be Reginald de Cobham,who was in Poſſeſſion of it at his Deathywhich was 
in the forty fifth year of Edward the third, Rot, Eſc, Num. 15, and in Ages of 
a lower Step, another Reginald Cobham, was ſeiſed of it,-in the ſeventh year of 
Henry the foutth : and from him, by che Heir Generall it 'came down, to Bray- 
brook: and by the Heir general of chat Family, it was tranſmitted to, Brook , of 
the County of Somerſet, trom-whom deſcended the infortunite Hewry Breok,, Lord 
Cobham, who being attainted in the Beginning of King James, forfeited this 
Mannor to the Crown: in whoſe Revenue it lay involved, untill che late K,Charles 
granted it to his Kinſman James Duke of Lenox, upon whoſe late Deceaſe, it is now 
become the Inhericance of his Son Eſme Duke of Lexox, now in his Minority, 


Milton neer Graveſexd, in the Hundred of Shamel!, was an Ingredient which 
made vp that Eſtare, which f:11 under the Signory of the Montchenſeys, Lords 4nd 
Barons of Swanſcamp. Warren de CMontchenſey, obtained a Charter of Free-warren 
to his Mannor of Alton, in the thicty ſeventh year 'of Henry the third, and he had 
Ifſue William de Mentchenſey, who held it at his Dearh, which was in the hfcy ſe- 
cond year of Henry the third: and left ir ro Diomis his Female Inheritrix , wed- 
ded to Hwgh de Vere, by whom ſhe having no Iflue, that might eranſmic che 
Poſſeſſion ro. his Family ; the Intereſt of ic was, by Jean, Siſter and Coheir of the 
abovementioned /1{l;am, knit to the Patrimony of her Husband, Aymer de Valence 
Earl of Pembroke, whoſe Son William de Valence dying without” Iffue, /ſabell his 
Siſter and Coheir, being wedded co Lawrence de Haſtings, afterwards Earl of Pens- 
broke, unired ic to his Demeaſn, and his Grandchild John de Haſtings , about the 
beginving of Richard the ſecond, paſſed it away to Sir Simon de Burley, who be- 
ivs atrainced of high Treaſon, in the tenth of his Rule, becauſe, according to 
his Oath, being Koighr of the Garter, and Lord Warden of rhe Cinque Potrs,he 
etdevoured co underprop, like ſome Butcerefle , the finking Prerogative of his 
Maſter , again the onfers of ſome of the ambirievus Nobilicy, ir eſcheared co the 
Crown, And then the aforeſaid King , in the fourteenth year of his Government, 

tamed ir to Joby Hollaxd Earl of Huntington ; aud he not long after conveyed it 
by Sale, to Reginald Cobham, whoſe Widow. Elizabeth was remarried ro william 
Clifford Eſquire, and he in her Right, I find, was poſleſt of it in the ninch year 
of Hewry the fourth. Bur after his Death, it reverts ro Braybrook,, who had mat- 
ched with Joan the Heir general of Cobham, and he determining likewiſe in an 
Heif general, matched ro Brook , of the Welt-country , it devolved with Cobham, 
to acknowledge the Signiory of that Family, but continued not long intheir Poſ- 
ſeſſion: for about the Beginning of Edward the fourth, I find ir in the Tenure of 
Robert Brent, from wham ic deſcended to his Son wWilli:aw Brent, who inthe eichth 
year of King Henry the ſeventh , conveyed it to Sir Henry Fiat ; and from _

Gillingham, was a Mannor always relating to the -Arch-biſhops of Canterbury , 
though the Donation by the Book of Chriſt-church be nor ſpecified. If we ſur- 
vey the Pages of Dvomſ-day Book, they will give us this: Gullingham eft propriuns 
HManerinm Archiepiſcopi, & wn tempore Ewards Regis ſe defendebat pro VI, Smllings, 
& eft appretiatum hoc quod Archiepiſcopus habet mae in Dominio VIII, th, & X.s, 
The Arch-biſhops of Canterbury, had here an eminent Pallace, and held theic Re- 
fidence at itzand gave Conſecrations h2re to Biſhops)as we find it recorded in the Book 
called Textns Reffenſis, orzthe Text of Recheſter, 

Eaſt-court, and Weſt-conrt in this Pariſhywere anciently knit together, and refided in 
a Family called Gullingham. Richard de Gillingham, Son of Themas de Gillingham, 
held ic at his Death, which was in the tweltth year of Richard the ſecond, Ryr. 
Eſc. Num.,176. And left it to his Son Thowas Gillingham, who reſolved intorwo

The Grange ip this Pariſh;ſomerimes written Grench, did inthe Conquerourstime, 
appertaip to the old Lords called Haſtings, Anceſtors of the Lord H»ſftings now 
Earl of Huntington, In the Book called Teſta de Nevill, kept in the Exchequer 
we read that one Maraſſer de Haſtings, held Grench by Serjeanty under King Hen,

of Wat Tiler, Jack, Straw and his {editions Complices, and had afrer the Addition 
of Gules, A plain Croſſe between tour Sword: Argent, Pomell'd, Or, as a Coat of 
Avgmentation annexed to his Paternal Coat, viz. Sable a Bend Ermin, for ſetting our 
2 Fleer of Ships, at his own expence, and vanquiſhing Joh» Mercer , and his pi- 
ratical Rabble , who: had ſo intelted the narrow Sea, that the Trade of the Mer- 
chant, was bronghr into a deplorable Condicion; and had ſunk , had he not buoyd 
it up again, by his Care and Magnanimity, Yer how laudable ſoever the work 
were, it eſcaped nor ,the Envy of Jobhn.of Gaunt Duke of Lancaſter, who queſlio- 
ned him at the Councel-Board, for that he being a private Perſon, had embar- 
ked himſelt iv an Attempt of ſo much Concernment, without Order and Licence

Goodnefton by Wingham vulgatly called Gonſton, lies in the Hundred of Winghans 
and was tormetly parcel of the Parrimony of Haſtigs Earl of Pembroke, bequea- 
thed ro him by his Kinſman Joh» de Haſtings ; who: was firit Husband ro Juliana 
the Heir generall of Roger de Leybowrn. john de Hoſtings held ir at his Deach,

Grant Arch-biſbop Egelzoth, who it ſeems had ſome Intereft in. che Place, in the 
year one Thouſand thirty and ſix, did fully confirm. And in the year one thou- 
{and three hundred fourſcore and ſeven, 7 homas Arwndell Arch-biſhop of ( anter- 
bury, with the eſpeciall Licence of Rychard the ſecond, appropriated 'the Tiths 
of the ReCtory of Godmerſbam, to the Church of Chr:ſt-church, ro the Support and 
Maimenance of the Fabrick of the Charch aboveſaid, 

If you will ſee what Value was fer upon this Mannor in the Time of the 
Conquerour, I ſhall afford you a Sight of it, out of Deomſ-day Book. Godmerſbam 
(fays thar Regiſter) eff Manerium Monschornum, & de Veſtits corum, & in Tempore 
Edward: Regis, ſe defendebat pro VIII. Smllings, & eft appretiatum XX.I1b, ſed tamen 
reddit XXX, - That is, it paid a Rent of thirty pound to the Church. 

Yolands and Ford, are two other little Mannors in this Pariſh y which acknow- 
ledged themſelves anciently tobe parcell of the Inherirance of Yaloigns. And 
Robert de Valoigns, dyed poſleſt of theſe and much other Land in this Track, in 
the- ninereenth-year-of Edward the ſecond , Rot. Eſc, Num. 41. Henry de Va-

Gondberſt in the Hundred of Mardes, with the inhetent Mannor of  Bedgebury, 
were the ancient Parrimony of a Family of no cheap Accoune in this Track , 
which, as ic choſe one: of theſe Mannors for its Seat, ſo did it derive irs Sirnvame 
from thence likewiſe, and was called Bedgbwry, and certainly were - of a very 
high Aſcent in their Extraftion, For in a Deed wichour Date, one John de Bedge- 
bury demiſes ſome parcels of Land to Williams de Comden of Comden Houſe in this 
Pariſh, and the Seal affixed to this Deed is a Cavalier on Horſeback, armed, like 
one of the Knights Templers, which argues that he lived before the Suppreſſion 
of that Order, and aſſumed that Imprefle out of his particular Aﬀe@tion to them;

Monks of Chriſt-Church in Canterbary, until it was exchangedby the Prior,and that 
Covent and the Monks of it,with Srephes Langton, Arch-biſhop of Canterbury, for other 
Houſes ficuated near the Priory of St, Gregorzes in Canterbury , and he having here ar 
Hackington erefted a new Fabrick, beſtowed and ſerled ir on his Brother Sor de Lang- . 
ton, Arch-deacon of Canterbury, from whom it ſucceſſively came downto the following 
Arch-deacons and became their fixed Manſion uncil the Raign of Henry the eighth, 
of thoſe who were inveſted with that Office: Bur 1n cho general ſuppreſſion, the im- 
pious hand of ſacriledge having plucked ir off from the Church ; 1t was annexedto 
the Crown and continued there until Queen Elizabeth granted it ro Sir Roger Man- 
word, chief Baron of the Exchequer , and from-him did ic devolve to his Grand-child, 
Sir John Manwood, who paſledir away in our Memory to Colonel Sir Thomas Colepeper,

Iam that Edmund de Hadlow died ſeiſed of it in the thirty ſecond of Edward the third, 
and from this Name in the ſubſequent Age it came to the Crown, but whether by 
Eſchear-, Exchange , or Purchaſe ; no Beam, ſcattered from any private or publique 
Record, can ſofar enlighten my Knowledge as ro diſcover, Henry the fixth , in-the - 
twenty fifth of his Raign, granted this and many other Poſſeſſiods , lying about the 
Skirts of the Lowey of Tunbridge to Humphrey Stafford Duke of Buckingham , and with

Goding and Crombery are Mannors of ſome Signal Reſpe& , fince they acknow- 
ledged themi-lves to be part of the Parrimony of Fromend, a Family by aneminenc 
Succeſſion of Gentry noble and conſpicuous , which being by Time broken and dif- 
ordered; it not long after was by 7 homa: Fr:mond (old to john Goding, From whom

The ſecond is Fijh-Hall, the Manſion formerly of John de Fiſker , ſo called , be- 
cauſe he was invelied with a Priviledge by Gubert de Clare, Earl of Gleceſter , and 
Lord of the Lowey 'of Twnbridge , to have the Fiſbing freely and uncontrouledly 
within his Juriſdition , or as «tar as 1t did extend, ſo chat from this Immunity or 
Franchiſe» his Poſieriry contracted the Sirname of Fiſter , and for ſome Ages, did 
the Right of it rem:in interwoven with the Demeaſne of this Family , till Richard 
Fiſter 4old it ro Jobs Yane Eſquire, from whom the ſame Revolution not long after 
tranſported ir to. Rivers of Chaſford, and now the Title is ingrafted into a yorger

'Hallng in the Hundred of Shamell, has nothing remarkable in ic but the Man- 
nor of Laygridge» alias Bavezt ;, for ſo it is written frequently in Records , and 
1nd.ed not without ſome Reaſon to ſupport the Orthography ; for in Times of 
elder Preſcription, it gave both Sear and Sirname to a Family that had that Ap- 
pellation , and there 1s fome Track or Print yer. of the Ruives of a Mankon- 
houſe \in that Feild, which is at this Day called Bavents ; and Roger de Bavent 
died in. poſleſſion of ir in the thicty firſt year of Edward the third: and when 
this Name was worn out, the next which we find in Succeſſion tobe Proprietar 
of it, was Langridge, a Branch ſpouted out from that Stem of La»gridge , whic 
was anciently planted in the County of Sowth-hawpton, And when this amily was 
decayed and vaniſhed,-and had left nothing to evidence to us that it had once a Be- 
ing here : bur the adoptins this Mannor inco ics Name, the Poſſeſſion. went into 
Meiford, and here, after it had had ſome ſhort abode, it abandoned this Family , and 
caſt the Interelt of ic into the Patrimony of Kaywwell, whoſe Succeſſor after ſome

Haiftow it» the Hundred of Hoo, w3s anciencly part of the Barony of Bardelphy 
bur did nor long reſt here , tor /ſo/da the Davghrer and Co-heir of Hugh de Bardolph, 
being martied ro Henry Lord Grey, this was thrown into that Scale {with other De- 
meſnes of vaſt Eftimate ) which did atrer ſwell the Revenue of this Baron into 2 
huge Dimenfion, Bur, as all ſublunary marcers have the Fate of an uncertain incon- 
itancy wricten in indelible CharaQers upon them ,' (o had this; for Kichard Lord 
Grey, this mans Succeflor, fold it to John Lord Cobhamt,, and he diedpoſleſt of itin

"Nicolas de Crioll, who held it at his Death, which was in the one and thittieth

Reginald, and ſecondly , to Mr. Henry Iſham, and Alice firſt wedded to Edward Scott, 
of the Moat in Suſſex Eſquire, and after to Sir Robert Oxenbridge, of the County 
of South-hampton ; bur the Moity of this Mannor of Hamme, upon the dividing the 
Eſtate into equal Portions , fell ro be the Inheritance of Edward Scott , in Right of

Herietſham in the Hundred of Eyhorne , was anciently a Limb of that Eftate 
which was enticuled to the Poſſeſſion of the Noble Family of (reſcy : Hugh de 
Creſcy died ſeiſed of the Mapnor , inthe forty ſeventh year of King Henry the third, 
and his Grand-morther Margery was Daughter of William de Cheyney of Patricks- 
bourne Cheney , as appears Clauſ. 52, Henrici tertis Memb. 6. in Dorſo, But he de- 
ceaſed wirhpurt Iflue, and ſo his Brother Stephen de Creſcy became his Heir and Lord

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Aſſociation with the Rebellious Nobiliry ; having in the fixreenth year of Edward 
the ſecond , forfeired this 'ro the Crown; it lay entwined with the Royal Revenue, 
ubril” Edward the third, in the ſecond year of his Raign, reſtored ic to his Son

Hanton in the Hundred of Twiford, celebrates the Memory of an ancient Family, 
called Lezham, who were once Proprietaries of it. ' Nieolas de Lerham obtained 
Charter of Free-warren to his Mannour of H#xten, in the forty firſt year of Henry 
che third; but about the Beginning of. Edward the third, rhe Intereſt of it was 
departed from this Farnily , for William de Lexham determined in Eleanor de Lenham,

Flammers vett Qwuadrigss in Chariots of fire, whograther choſe to 
deſert his Country , then abandon his Religion , and to loſe his ERace rather then 
ro debauch or relinquiſh his Conſcience, as his Epitaph oo an old Tablet afhxed 
ro a Pillar ' contiguous to his Grave-ſtone in the Nave of (briſt-church at Camerbary 
does inſttu& us, Upon his Receſſe , this was ſeized upon by the Crown, - and Queen 
Mary by Grant uvited it tothe Revenue of George Lord (obhem , whoſe infortu- 
pare Grand-child Henry Brooke , being attainted, in the Raign of King Jamev, 
char Monarch reftored his Eſtate, forfeired here, ro Robert Cecil Earl of Salinbury, 
his 'Brother in Law » whoſe Son-R,gbert , now Earl of Salisbry , holds the inftant 
Poſſeſſion of it , but hath lately alienated ſome part of ic to Mr. Roger Lykin of

Apulton is a Tecond Mannor in Ickham , written in old Deeds Apylton, as being 
the Iphericance of a Family of that Name ; for in an old Deed of Reginald de Corne- 
hill, that was owner of Lukedale in Littlebourney not far diſtant , one Willem de 
Apyl:on of Ickham is a Witneſs; but whether this Family was knit by any Relation 
to the Noble Family of the Apyitons of Eſſex and Suffolk, lam incertain. Afterwards, 
the. Dens's were poſleſt of ir, and onz John Denis of Apulton in Ickhbam , who was 
Sheriff of Londen, in the year of Grace 1360, Founded here a Chauntry, in the 
Raign of Edward the third, as appears by an old Manuſcripr , in the Hands of Mr, 
Themas Denne , lately deceaſed and was called Denis Chauntry, and che Lands 
which relate ro it, are at this Day Ryled Denis Lands + After this Family.was worn 
out; I find one Adam Oldmeade, by the private Deeds; to be inthe Raign of Henry the 
fifch and Henry the fixth,owner of it;from whom before the latter end of char Princezic 
Came over by Sale to Bemboe, and from him to Hant,in which Family it made no long 
Ray. For abour the latter of Hevry the ſeventh , I find ic alienated to Dormer, a © 
Branch of the Dormers of Buckinghamſhire, and from this Name not many years

The Mannor of Baa in this Pariſh, had anciently Poſſeſſors of rhat Sirname, as 
appears by an old Fragment of Glaſs in the Church Windows , whereon is ſuper- 
ſcribed this incoherent Inſcription, Hic ,..... Ba ..... avid at the Pedeſtal of 
another antiquated Portraiture Thomas de Baa, After the Baas, the Wenderton: of 
Wenderton in Wingham, were poflelt of it for ſeveral Generations, until Willem 
Wenderton , about the Beginning of Henry the eighth, paſſed ir away by Sale to 
Hugh Warham Eſquire , Brother to the Arch-biſhop, and he gave it in Dower 
with Anne his Daughter, matched to Sir Anthony St, Leger , Lord Prefident of Ireland, 
whoſe Deſcendant Sir Warhans St. Leger,paſled it away to Mr. ...... Denxt of Dexne 
Hill iv Kingſton, whoſe Heir Mr, Thomas Denne , laie Recorder of Canterbury al- 
moſtin our Memory alienated itto Carling.

' to them, or not, by Grant from the Crown, or by Purchaſe from ſome other, 1am

Catford to Brian Anneſley Efquire, in Reverſion after the Deceaſe of Elizabeth Wife of 
John Wolley , and Widdow of the ſaid Richard, ip the twentieth year 'of Queen El;z, 
And He afterwards dying without Iſſue Male, his rwo Daughrers married to Sir 
William Harvey after Lord Harvey of Kidbrook in Kent, and Sir John Wildgooſe,ſhar'd 
the Inhericance of this Place, 

Fhere were two Chantreys founded at Lewſham, One by Rich. Walker,for one pricſt 
to celebrate Maſs at the Altar of the Trinity for the Founder's Soul : The other by 
Roger Fuz,, who by the Appointment of his laſt Will, the ſeventeenth of Henry the 
ſeventh,deviſed that his rwo Houſes the Lion and the Ram in the Stews on the Banck- 
ſide near Londoy, ſhould be ſold ro build the Chantry Houſe,” and indow it with 
maintenance for one Prieſt to celebrate at the Akar of the Trinity ip Lewſhaw Church 
for the Founder's Soul, 


Leyboxrne inthe Hundred of Larkfeld , was the ancient Demeaſn of the Lords

however the Ruines and Raggs of ir at preſent appear mean and deſpicable , yer it 
bach by ſeveral Gradations funk into this Condition, - The firſt of which Family

Etiorrs againk his Sceprer and Government for which he: was pardoned by the At 


of Ammneſtia, or Pacitication of that Prince , made in the fiftierh year of his Raign at 
Killingworth,and this is that Roger which ſlew Ernulphus de Momtevey.art a meeting ot the 
round Table; in the thirty Gxth year of Herry the fixth,and was the Husband of Elearor 
Counteſs of Wincheſter, Sir Henry and Sir Simon de Leyboxrne are recorded in the 
Liſt of thoſe Kentyb Gentlemen, who afliſted the Edward the firſt, in his Siege of (ar- 
[averock in Scotland; inthe twenty eighth year of his. Reign ; and for their fignal 


Service performedin that Expedition were dignified withrhe Order of Knighthood, 


William de Leybourne one of this Family, was frequently ſurmon'd coir in Parliament 
as Baron, ip the Raign of Edward the firſt , and by thatTitle ſub{cribesin that memo- 
rable Letter , which the aboveſaid Prince and all the Engliſh Peerage wroxe to the 
Pope; inthe year of Grace 1301zthat is, in the twenty nintn of Edward the firſt's Go- 
yernment , to juliife thoſe Grounds on which the war was then commenced againlt 
the Scots ; and this William was Son of Roger de Leybourne, which Roger was Sheriff 
of Kent, the forty e1_hth and fiftieth of Henry the third, The laſt of this Family was 
Roger de Leybourne, who tranſmitred this Caſtle and Mannor to his Sole Daughter avd 
Heir Juliaxa de Leyboxrne, firſt matched ro Jo, de Haſtings, and ſecondly, to William de 
Clinton Earl of Huntingdon , by both which Husbands She had no Ifſue : ſo that dying 
10 the forty third year of Edward the third;after all Tirles were winnowed of a ſerious 
Inquiſition, there was none diſcovered that could by a pretended Claim either of di- 
rect or Collateral Alliance challenge her Eſtate, So that her Patrimopy here _ by

The Grazge in this Pariſh, is the Marfion of Mr, Robert Oliver; and hath been 
for ſundry Deſcents, reſident in that Name, though the Original Sirname be Quintin,

Jacks, alias Jaques-Court in this Pariſh; was the Demeaſne of Eching ham, a Family 
of principal Note in Suſſex, where they were, Jure Natrvo, Seneſcha}ls of the Rape 
of Heſtings, and of a proportionate Revenue ar Echingham in that County. The 
firltchac 1 find of note in this place, was Wulliam de Echingham, who paid reſpeRive 
Aid, ip th twentyeth year of Edward the rhicd, at the making the Black Prince 
Knight , for Lands which he held here and in Welland- Herſb, by the fourth part of 
a Knighcs Fee ; and in this Family did ic for ſundry Ages refide, and was productive 
of men that were very.uſefull and ſubſervient to the Intereſt of their Country,where- 
of William Echingham, Son of the tormer William, was one of the Conſervators of 
the Peace for che County of Suſſex, in the firſt year of Richard the ſ:cond, and 
died poſſcht of this place, ip the fifteenth year of char Prince : Bur ar levgth the 
Diftaff prevailed 8gainſt, the Speare ; for this Family concluded ip a Female Heir ; 
for Thomas Echingbham dyipg without Iflue-male., CMargarert his ovly Daughter was 
matried to Walter Blount, who had by her Jacks-Conrt, which he left re his Son Edw, 
Blount Lord Montjoy : but he ar his Deceaſe leaving no Iflue, the Inhecitance of this 
place, came ro Elizabeth his Siſter and Heir, marriedto Sir Andrew Windſor, afterwards 
creared Lord Windſor by Henry the eighth, who alienatedthis Manſion to (ache, by 
whoſe Daughter and Heir, ic game to be the Poſleſſion of Stringer ;and he ending 
likewiſe in a Femzle Heir, ſh: brought it to Scot, a Cader of Scors-Hall ; who ſud- 
denly after ſold his Righr in it to //icocks, by whoſe rwo Daughters and Coheirs, 
in the Memory of theſe Times, it came to be divided berween their two Husbands 
Bates, and Knight, 

The Mannor of Belgar or Belgrave is Sicuated likewiſe in Lidde, it was given with 
the Mannor of, Bulſingten, to the Priorie of Bulſington, by John Maunſell the Founder 
of it; and was exchanged by the Abbor and Canons for other Lands, not long be- 
fore rhe Suppreſſion, with VPliam St, Leger, by whom it was alienated to Y/uliaps 
Middleton, and Edward Arthur, who atter they had been ſome ſmall ctime' Seated: in 
their new Acquiſts, by zonc-conſent paſled away their Right in it to Sherley of Suſſex, 
who in our Fathers Memorie, by Sale transferred the Inheritance ro Abdy, deſcended 
from the Abdys of eAbiy-Houſe inthe Pariſh of YYaub in orke-ſoire, whoſe Heir 
both ro the Name. and Belgar alſo, is Sir Chriſtopher Abdy, a perſon who for his 
oenerall Knowledge, may be called without the circumſtance of Flatterie, an Ex- 
chequer of humane Learnivg, 

Scotmey was the Seat of a Family fo called; for in the ( Book of 41d) there is a 
recitall of one Richard de Scotney, who held Lands inthe Merſb nor far diltant : after- 
wards it came to the Atburzhams of Suſſex, but whether by Purchaſe, or by Marriage 
of the Heir ot Scotzey, is incertain ; though I rather believe ir devolved —_ by 
Marriage , becauſe Scotzey in Lamberhurft, divided by a remote diſtance from rhis 
place, was likewiſe theirs ; from Roger Ajbburnham it came to Henry Chichley Arch- 
Biſhop of Canterbury, and he by Gifc tied ir to his Foundation of Al!-Sonls Colledge 
in Oxford, to whole; Revenue it remains at this inſtant time united, 

Nod in this Pariſh of Lidde, was for ſundry Ages the Reſidence of the Derings 
betore they were tranſplanted to Pluckley, and here are Lands Situated within the * 
Verge of this Pariſh, which by an undivided preſcription of many Ages have been 
named Derwgs; and Derings-AMerſh, (a certain Evidencero enforce the Antiquity 
of this Family.)

Lidden in the Hundreds of FolkStone and Bewiborough, was a Mannor which in 
elder Times made up that valt Parrimony which related to che Knights Templers in 
this County : bur upon che totall Extirpation of that Order here in England, it the 
Raign of Edward the ſecond, it was by the Statute called Statutum de [erris Tem- 
plariorwmy made in the ſeventeenth year of that Prince's Government , ſertled by 
chat ſolemne Act vpon the Knights Hoſpiralers, and remained creaſured up intheir 
Revenue; untill che Disbandipg and finall Diſſipation of this Order in this Nation, 
by Hemry the eighth, And then being by thar Vrince rent away , it was in the thirry 
fixth year of the ſame Prince , granted to john Wilde Eſq; for;Life onely , and the 
Remainder in Fee, to the Arch-Biſhop of (anrerbury, and his Succeſſors for ever ;

Mildred: But the Mannor which belonged to it, was upon the Suppreſſion, granted 
by Henry the eighth ro the See of Canterbury: and Arch-Biſhop Cranmer in the 
ewenty ninth of that Prince's Government , exchangedit for other Lands with the 
Crown: and the above-ſaid Heyry the eighth, in therbicty ſixth year of his Raign, 

ranted it to Sir Anthony Aucher, who after, in the Rule of Queen Mary, was 
ſlain at (alli, whilſt he endevouced to make good that City, and rhe Engiſb \Intereſt 
together, by a noble and generous Reſiftance againſt the Furious Impreſſions and 
Onſers of the Duke of Ge, and the French Army, who then prefled upon it with 
a iraight and vigorous Seige.

of Eaſt-Leigh in. this Pariſh, who was likewiſe concerned in an Ettate in Hertford-

Secondly, the Matnor of CMaidſtere it lelf with che Palace fall under Conſideras 
tiov, They were:in Times-of elder Account belongipg to the Family of Corwhill , 
and {o continued till #/ill:am de Cornhill deficing to exemplitie his Zeal and Devotion 
by ſome eminenc Acts of Pity to rhe Religion which thoſe Times aſſerted, 92vec 
them to Srephen Langton Arch-Biſh op of Canterbury. inthe ſeventh year of the Raign 
of King John ; many of whoſe Succeſlors were Benetactors beck to the Church and 
Palace, Bomface ot Savoy (: Arch-Biſhop o: Canterbury) abour four hundred years 
Gnce, built here an Hoſpital, then fiyled the New-work,, ro che Honour of $i, Peter, 
and Paul, and 7 homas the Martyr; which Hoſpital William Coxrtrey likewiſe Arch- 
Biſhop pull'd dowy, and inkicured a Colledge upon the Ruines ot it; for ſecular 
P;jefts, devoted to the Honour of All Saints: And alioereftedthe Collegiate Church, 
as the Walls, diaper'd in ſundry places, with his paternal Coat, do eafily evince. 

Jobn Uſford alſo Arch-Biſhop about three hupdced years fince began che Founda- 
tion of. the Palice here ; bur dyivg betore he had compleated the ſame , Simon lip 
his Succeſlor gave it its Perfeftion , and being afterwards crumbled into Decay, Joh» 
Morren likewiſe Arch-Biſhop not onely repaired, but auementedir. 

Maidſton was governed by a Portreve, until rhe Time of King Edward thefixth : 
by whoſe incorporation it came ro be governed by a Maior which Priviledge being loſt, 
becauſe this Town was enwrapped in Sir Thomas Wiats Inſurrection, againlt Q, Mary ; 

. Elizabeth not oncly reltored the ſame, but, ro improve it ro more eminence with 
a farther Addition of Honour » raiſed ir into the Degree of a Borough, 

Maidſtone by the Influence of Bexif.ice of Savoy. Arch-Biſhop of Canterbury, had the 
Grant of a Marker procured to be held here weekly on the Thurſday, as is manifeſt, 
Pat. 45. Hen, tertu Memb. ſecunda, ' | 

' Thom:s eArundel Arch-Biſhop of Canterbary, about two hundred and forty' years 


" finceere&ted a Chavmry, for the Brothers of Corpus Chriſt: , now converted into the 


Free-School , who by the Rules of cheir Primitive Inlticution were to pray for the 
Fraternity of the Guild, 

The Mannor and Palace of Maidſton being exchanged with the Crown, by Thomas 
Arch- Biſhop of Canterbury, was by K. Henry the eighth, abour the thirty ſecond year 
of his Raign,. granted to. 7 homas Wiat the elder, and his infortunate Son Sir Thomas 
Vat being atcainted inthe ſecond year of Queen Mary it devolved by Eſchear to 
the Crown, and continued there untill Queen Elizabeth granted it to John Aſtley Eſq; 
Maſter of the Royall -Jewells; from whom it deſcendea to Sir Jacob Aſtley, created 
Lord Aftley; by-rhe late King Charles at Oxford, in whoſe Deſcendants the Propriety 
var this inftaoc reſident, But the Mapnor continued in the Tenure of rhe Crown , 
even uncill che Raign of King Charles, For when King James had by his gracious 
Charter created Dame Elizabeth Finch, Widow of Sic Moile Finch of Eftwell, onely 
Daughter and Heir of vhe right Honourable Sir Thomas Heneage of Copped-hall in 
Eſſex Vice-Chamberlane, and one of the Privy Councel ro Queen Elizabeth, Vice- 
Counteſle Maidſien, to her and her Iflue-male, She obrained the Mannor in Fee Farme 
for ever, and tranſmitced it to her Son Sir Thomas Finch, in her Right Earl of V/mn- 
chelſey, from whom boththe Title of Viſcount Maidſt:n and the Right of the Mannor 
are devolved by Paterval Succeſſion, to the Right honourable Hexeage Finch, the pre- 
{ent Earl of Y/';nchelſey, and Vicecount Maidſton, 

Leland notes that the Arch-Biſhop's Palace, was anciently a Caſtle , and I verily 


believe it was the Capt Barone: for the Arch-Biſhops had more than one, and cx- 


cepting that at Saltwoed ,, I have cligemly Searched, and can find none {0 
likely as this. 

Goulas and Shepway do thirdly expoſe themſelvesto our Survey, they were cone

Chancry, about the fortieth year of Edward the third, and then he annzxed both 
theſe places to the Found tin. for choſe Divine Offices which were there ro be

Goulds and Shepway to Sic 7 homas V./zat, who atterwards noking under the crime of 
High Treaſon, in the ſecond year of the Government of Queen Mary, She upon his 
attaint, granted them ro Sic //aler, and Gervas Henley E'q; from which Family by 
Purchaſe they came overto Andrews, bur ſtayed not lovg there, for in our Fathers 
Memory they were {old to Sir tiumphrey i nftow, late Sheriff of Kent, part of the 
year 1654. and part ot the year 1655, 

Bigons, alias Digons, was the ancient Seat of the worthy Family of the Mapelyſdens, 
and | have-a Deed in my Cutiody, wherein one Edward Mapelyſden is mentioned , 
with this Addition, Edward Mapelyſaen de D:goxs, The Deed bears Date from the 
rwenty fifth of Edward the thicd, and afrer the poſſeſſion had been for many Genera- 
tions Succeſſively refident 1n this Family, one of this Name, being unfortunately 
concerned inthe Defection of Sir Thoma; What ; was blaited with the ouilr of High 
Treaſon,'and ſo by Conſequence his Eſtate by Conhication, eicheared tothe Crown, 
from which it was granted tro Nicholas Barham, after Serjeant at Law, who did much 
improve this Fabrick, with a Supplement of Building , from whoſe Heir ir paſfed 
away by Sale ro Hawle, and from him again ſoon after to Sir Francis Berneham, to 
whom this Manſion owes much of its Magnificence and Splendor, whoſe Son and Heir 
Mr, Edward Barneham Eſquire , has lately alienated his Intereſt in it, to Mr, Beale 
of Londen, | 

Jordans-Cowrt is a fifth place, which may exaCt our Notice, becauſe it gave Seat and 
Sirname to a Family of that Denomination ; rhe nexc Family, after this was expired, 
which held it, was Roper, of the Ropers of St, Danſtans in (anterbary ; and John Roper 
ſold it ro Edw. and Y1/, Brouch,ot Berſted abour the thirty fixth year of Henry the fixth, 
and they quickly atrer alienited their Concernment to Atwood, from whom the ſame 
Fare, carried it away to Pezrce, who by Sale tranſmirred his Right to Cook, and he 
ſuddenly after demiied ir ro (rooke, where after the Title had made ſome ſhort abode, 
the Poſſeſſion was p:fled over ro Pothins, extracted from the Fotkins of Sevenoke , 
where the Name was very ancient, from Potkn ; by his Daughter and Coheir , it de- 
ſcended to Yirge, who about the latter erid of Q. Elizabeth, by Sale tranſlated the 
Poſſeſſion into; #abmgton Jultice of Peace, and otren inthe Commiſſion of Sewers, 
whoſold it to Godwrn, from whom by Purchaſe - it came to be the Inhericance of 
Criſp, who inour Memoty conveyed it away to Smuh; and he, ſome few years fince, 
by Salc, inveſtedrthe Propriery in Mr, Beckman, 

Sixthly, Sheal: 1s not to be forgorten, becauſe ir was the Inheritance of Fremingham, 
for Ralph de Fremingh:m died ierſed of ir, inthe thirtieth year of Edward the third, 
and when this Family went out, the Pimps of Pimps-Court and Nettleſied, by Purchaſe 
became Lords of the Fee ; trom whom the ſame Fate brovghr it ro acknowledgethe 
Signory of th2 /ſleys of Swnarich ; and here it continued, till Sic Henry Iſley in the 
Raignof Q, Mary, being attainted of High Treaſon, it became Conhiſcaredtothe

Laſtly, within the Ambure or Limits of Maidſtone, ſtands an ancient Caſtellated 
Houſe called the Moate, Ir did in times of great Antiquity, relate to that Patrimo- 
ny which confeſſed the Signory of the noted Family of Leybowrne : tor Roger de Ley- 
bourne obtained the Grant of a Market weekly on the Txeſday, and a Fait yearly to 
continue three Dayes at the Feaſt of St, Croſs,in the fifty firtt year of Herr the third,as 
appears Pat, 51, Hen. tertu Memb,x0, Bur beforethe beginning of Edw, thethird , 
this Name was withered and ſhrunk into Decay at this place , and then Bartbolowew 
Lord Burghurſt, or Burwaſt, Lord Warden of the Cinque Ports, and one of the fir 
Founders of the Order of the Garter, came to poſſefle it, and Inbabiced here in the 
twenty ninth year of Edward che third, and poſlefled rhe Signory called Shefford, on 
which the Caltle ſtands, and which one John de Shefford held by Knights-Service, in 
the twentieth year ( as appears by the Book of eAid,) of Edward the third, Aﬀcer 
the Lords Burghurſt, the Woodvills were pofleſt of ir, and removed from Grafton in the 
County of Norch-Hampton, where they had long continued, and lived here, A fair 
Monument of Weadvill, onthe North-(ide the Chanceli of Maidffone-Charch affirms 
it : and when King Henry the fixth created Richard Woodvill Confiable of the Ifle of 
Wight, a Baron of this Nation, andeleeted him intothe Order of the Garter, his Style 
was, Lord Rivers, Grafton, and D: la Moat ; which A& of Grace and Favour, mollifi- 
ed a Sentence and Fine of 1000, ib, impoled upon him, for matching with Jaquet 
Daughter of Peter of Luxenbourg, Earl of St, Paxl, Widow of John Plantagente Duke 
of Bedford, without the Kipgs Licence. But when King Edward the fourth, had mar- 
ried Elizabeth his eldeſt Daughter, bzing widow to Thomas Marqueſſe Dorcett, he cre- 
ated him Earl Rivers, and Lord of the Ile of Y/ight, which Titles he had obſerved 
were concomitant inſome of the Styles of rhe Lords R:vers, or de Riparits, who were 
the;Ancienrt Earls of Devon, and aflumed to bear in an Eſcocheon of prerence upon his 
own Atchievement, the old Coat aſcribed commonly to Baldwin de Riparus Earl of 
Devon, viz,, Gules a Griphen Segreant Or : which 1 note tor Criticks 1n Armoxie to 
deſcanc on, and return to the Hiſtorie of the Place, Whenthis good man, for ſo he 
was noted tobe, was miſerably maſlacred by Robert Ry1diſdale Captain of the Lewd 
People of North- Hampton-ſhire, who rook him at Edgror-Freld, and ſtruck off hishead 
at North- Hzmp:on (Their Will being their Law, and Miſchief Migiſter to their wild 
Deſigns ? ) all his ſeven Sons who ſurvived him, died withour Iflue, and chen Sir Hewry 
V//yat becomes owner of this place, Grandfather to Sir 7 homwas VV/iat, afterwards his 
Succeſſor inthe Poſleſhon of ir, whoſe dyſaltrons Tragedy is preſented at Boxley, upon 
whoſe untimely Exit, Hugh V,/arhams in the ſecond year of Queen Mary , by Grant 
from the Crown, enters upon it, from whom Alderman Rither afterwards Lord Maior 
ot London, and known by the Name of Sir //il:am Ryther, Purchaſed and Repaired ic 
and left it rohisDaughter andCoheirgthe Lady SaſanCeſar.whoſe eldelt SonT ho. (ſar 
Eſq; and his Mother concurring together, diſpoſedof rheic Right in ic by Sale ro Sir 
Humphrey Twfton Knight, ſecond Son to Sir Johs T xfron Knight and Baroner, and Bro- 
ther to Nicholas Twufton Earl of Thanett , who was Fatherto Johnthe preſent Earl. 

There was a Family Sirnamed de Maidſtone, whoſe Blazon upona Monument in 
Ulcombe Churchr is, Sables a (heveron between three Cups, xovered, Argent (rowned Or , 
VViliam de Maidſton the Kings Vale; being ſentto the Court of Rewe with certain 
Inſtraments, angyother exprefles, deceas'd'in his Journey , as appears Pat, Amo 
quinto ned Wow , prima Pars, 
. Pinenden- Heath ering upon Maidſtor, and is eminent for the Puniſhment of Ma- 
lefa&ors, and the frequent Aſſemblies of Free-holders,who here convene toele& ſuch 
Perſons for Knights of the Shite,as may repreſent the County in Parliamenc. Bur it was 
inelder times more famous for that great Convention of Exgliſh and Normans,who mec 
rhere inthe fourth year of #4, the Conquerourto decide the great Controverke which 
rchen broke forth , berween Larfraxc Arch-Biſhop of (anterbary,and Odo Earl of Kent, 
rouchivg {ome Lands and Pciviledges which the {aid Arch-Biſhop alleaged were byan 
unjuſt Uſurpation' by the above-ſaid Odo raviſbed away from rhe Church : which "4

At Pinexden- Heath ( ſays Textus Riffenſn) 1n the tourth year of William the Con- 
querour , there was an Afemblie of rhe graveit and diſcreeteſt' of the Enolih and 
Normans, by a fgnall Decifcion and Debate, to derernine of thar Controverkie, which 
did formerly ariſe berween Ods Biſhop of Ba'exx, and Earl of Kent, touching ſome 
Lands and Priveledges which were detained from the Church. by the aid Ext - ard 
Laenfranc Arch-Biſhop of ( anterbury, The ſaid Diſpure or Debite laſted threeDayes : 
_ afterthe expiration of which, the ſaid Arch-Biſhop recovered ſeverall Lands which 
he the ſaid Odo and his Tenants then held, which were Herbertghe Son of [v9, Tareld 
of Rocheſter, Ralph de Curva-Spina, and Hugh de Montfort, withall the Franchiſes 
belonging to them, as namely, Sac and Soc, 7 oll and Theam, Infangtheof and Ontf arg - 
theof,, Flymena) Firmth, Gruhbreach, Foreſt all, Heinfare, and Cerſett ;, (the laſt of which,

Inthe pteſence of thele, ir was ſhewn by many and 
mok evident Reaſons, that the King hath no Cultomes in the Church of Canterbary, 
buc onely three, which aretheſe, If any man digg in the Kipgs High-way, or cuc 
downany Tree to ſtop ir- it any man ſhall be apprehended and found Culpable, while 
they are in doing ſuch things, whether Pledges be taken of them or nor; yer by proſe- 
cutiob of the Kings Officer, and by Pledges they ſhall amend what is unjuſtly done. 
The third Cuſtome is, 1f any man commit Blood-ſheg on the Kings High-way ; if 
whilſt he does it he be apprehended and impriioned, he ſhall chen make amends unto 
the King : Bur if he ſhall not be apprehended, bur depart withour giving any Pledge, 
he Kivg may not ip Juſtice require any thing of him, Andic was atthe ſame time 
farther decermined, thatif any Perſon did commic Blood-ſhed, or Manſlaughter, in 
places which were withio the Liberties of the Church of Camerbary, from the time 
that the Church left off co Sing eAlllawiah, to the Oftaves of Eaſter ; that then he 
ſhould make amends onely to the Arch-Biſhop, *And it was likewiſe ſhewed ar the 
ſame Time, that whoſoever ſhould commic the Crime of Childwitc, that is, of Ba- 
ſtardy ; if it were in Lent, the Arch-Biſhop ſhould have the whole Satisfaftion ; 
but if out of Lent , then he fhonld have onely half of ir, 

There were preſent at this Aſſembly, Goisrid Biſhop of Conſtance the Kings Sub-

Town Malling and Eaſt Malling lie in the Hundred of Larkfield, and were 
* both Mavnors which related ro that Revenue, which made up the Patrimony of 
the Nunnery of. Town Malling, which was founded by Ga»da{phw Biſhop of Ro- 
cheſter, about the year 1090) and dedicated to the Virgin Mary, and had the Church 
it ſelf which was likewiſe named after the blefled Virgin, and the Chappel of St. 
Leonards nor far diftant, Though this Guzdzliphws was the Founder , yer Hawmo 
de Heath, as appears by the Records of Recheſter, was an eminent Benzfator to 
it abour the year 1339. Both theſe Mannors upon the Suppreſſion having aug- 
menced the Revenue -of the Crown, they reſted there, untill the fourth year of 
Edward the fixth, and then they were granted ip Leaſe for Life, ro Sir Hugh 
"Cartwright » and upon his Deceaſe, they were paſſed away upon the ſame Condi- 
tion to Pierpoint; and he conveyed them to #illiexs BreokLord Cobham ; whote Son 


Hexry Lord Cobham, being attainted in the ſecond year of King James, they were 
re-aſlumed 
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re-aſlumed by the Crown,and afcer granted in Leaſe,to Sir Humphrey Delind, a Man fur- 
niſhed with a liberal eck both of divipe and humane Learning; and he paſſed away his 
Intereſt to Sir Robert Brett : but_the Fee-:mple continued with the Crown, until the 
twenty firſt of Kipg James; and then they were granted for ever ro John Rayney

Borough Court it Eaft- Malling, was parcell of the ancient Demeaſe of the no- 
ble Family of Colepeper of Preſton in Alre;ferd and was found united to their Revenue, 
at the Death of YValter Colepeper Eſquire, which was iv the firſt year of Edward 
the third ; and iÞ this Family did it continne involved for ſundry Ages, till all- 
moſt in our Grarid-farhers memory, it was by Sale conveyed away to Shakerley, 
deſcended from the Shakerleys of Shakerley 10 Lancaſhire : bur it made no long a- 
boad here, for in the Age ſubſequent to that wherein it was purchaſed, this Fa- 
mily reſolved into a Daughter and Heir; who was matched to Beawley, deſcended

Sipberſt is another little Mannor in IMardes, which hid Poſſeſſors here of thar 
Sirname, until the latter End of Edzard the third, and then they being aboliſhed 
and the Fee-fimple abandoned and ſurrendred to #ill:iam Atweld, about the ſecond 
year of Richard the ſecond, that Name was entituled to the Eſtate here, untilthe 
Beginning of Heyry the fixth, and chen ir was alienated with Cheveney to Copper , 
in whom the Fee-ftimple had nor been long conſtant, when it was demiſed vo Jobs 
Field, and he made his Will in the ſeventeenth year of Edward the fourth, and gives 
it to his Son Jo. Field , and irom him did it by deſcendant Right devolye to his Suc-

St, c Mary Church in Romney Werſh , lies in the Hundreds of St, Martins and New- 
Church, and was anciently folded vp in that large Demeaſn which did acknowledge 
the Dominion of the Criolls ; Jobn de (rioll or Keriel of 2 yovroer Exrration from 
Bertram de Crioll held it at his Death, which was ip the forty ninch year of Edward 
the third, and tranſmirred ic ro his Son Sir Nicholas Criol ; from whom by a continued

Newland is a Mannor Situated in St. cAMaries , which was, as high as cat be traced, 
by any Track of Evidence, the Inherirance of Somer , vulgarly now called Somers, 
Richard le Somer made his Will, as appears by che Records ' Rechefter, \nche year 
of Grace 1347, and died ſeiſed of this Place,Lands in Haiftow, Higham, Leighiand elſe- 
where, acid fromhim did it come down by the Channel of Deſcent ro Jobs Sewer,who 
was Chancellor of the Exchequer, in the Raign of Henry the foxth, who was a great 
BenefaRor ro the Priory. of Chriſt-Church, in whoſe Cloiſter the Atmes of this Fa- 
mily remain inſcnlped in Stone as a Memorial of his Beneficence, the laſt of this Fa- 
mily who he1d this place, was Sir Fillsam Somer, who was thrice employed as publick

Eaared, ( as appears by the Book of Chriſt-Charch) ip the year of Grace 85x, Upon 
the ſuppreſſion of that Fratervitie, it increaſed by its Addition, the Reyenue of the 
Crown; but it was ſuddenly after in the twenty ninth year of Henry the ceighth,reftored 
to the Church, and ſo conrinuedrtill cheſe infortrnnate Times chained ir to the Patri- 
mony of the See of Cazrerbary, whoſe Arch- Biſhops it ſeems had a ſpeciall Regard to 
this place: for William Conrrney one of then, re-builded the Church, which by the On-

Dean-Court is likewiſe Seated within the Verge of Mepeham: It was inelder times 
a Branch of that wide and opulence Ettate which was marſhal'd under the Signory 
of Twurham, Alan de Twitham 13 enrolled in the Catalogue of choſe Kentib/Gentle- 
mer who were with Richard the ficſt at the Seige of Acov, Bethram de Twitham held

In Times of #-latter Date John de Burgo, the elder, had a Grant by Patent of 
the Matnors of Middleton, and CMarden, in the ſecond year of Edward the firſt : 
and after Margaret Queen of Exgland, had a Grane by Patent likewiſe in the 
centh year of Edward the ſecond; and after her, Queen Philippa Wife to Edward 
the third, had probably this Mapnor in Dower, for inthe nineteenth year of char 
King's Raign, as appears 7at. eAnno 19. part. prima memb.

William and Amhony Lucy,both of this Family,were frequent- 
ly ſummoned to fit in Parliamenczas Barons 1n the Raign of Efy, the third, In the fixth 
year of Edxardthe third, Geffrey de Lucy (who held Lacy's at his Death , which was 
in the tentiech year of thar Monarch ) had a Charterof Free-warren to this Man- 
nor > which priviledge was retiued and confirmed by Herry the f6xth to Sir Walter Lacy, 
inthe 27. year of his Raign, in which year he dyed, and left his eftate here to his Son 
Sir Jeffery Lucy, who with his Sole Daughrer and Heir Mawd Lacy', tranſmitted this 
Mannor to her Husband Sir #/ll:am Vaux of the County of Nerth- Hawpton,. whoſe Son 
Thomas Vanx alienated it about the twenty ſeventh year of the Raign of Herry the 
eishth, ro Sir Roger Cholmeley a younger Branch of the ——_ of Cholmeley in 
{ beſbire : from which Family in our Grand-farhers Memory,ic was by Sale paſſed away 
ro Sead, and from. Sead by as quick a vicifſitude it came over by purchaſe to Osborne, 
by whom not many years knce it was ſald to Pagitt of Londoy, 

Tracies is a ſecond place in this Pariſh,* which comes withinthis Liſt; ic was in 
elder Times the Inheritance of a Family of that Appellation, John de Tracy was 
Teſte to an old Deed of Richard de Lucy, which 1 haveſeen, wherein he demiſes 
ſome Land to William de Frogenhall, the Deed is without Date ; bur by the Anti- 
quiry of the CharaRter ſeems ro commence from the Raign of Hemry the third : 
Whether theſe Tracies were extracted from the Tracie: of Devon and Glouceſterſhire, 
or not, I cannot poſitively derermine, becauſe theſe of Kent, bore a different 
Coat from the other , as appears by all old Ordinaties, Yid,. Argent , two Bengs be- 
rween nine Eſcollops Gules: After the Traces had left the roſſcthon of this place , 


which was about the Beginning of Heyry the fourth; the Colepepers of Bedgebury 


Were by purchaſe ſeiſed of rhe Fee-fimple of ic, but Raid not long in che Fruition 
of ir; for it the Raign of Henry the fxth, the Clffords of Bobb;ng Court , not far 
diſtant ; from whom by Sale in the Raign of Hevry che'ciehth, it fell under the 
Signory of Thomas Linecre Prieſt, 

Frogenball in this Pariſh likewiſe was a Branch of that wide Demeaſne , which 
lay diffuſed in this Territory , and did acknowledge ir ſelf ro be of the poſſeſſion 
of the Ancient Family of Frogerhall , whoſe Seat was in Frogenhall in Tenhan: 
bur whether this were the Land which I mentioned to be by Deed tranſmit- 
ted to William de Frogenball , 'in the time of Henry the third'; by Sir Richard 
de Lucy , 1 cannot poſrively determine, rhough ic was probable ic was , and that 
afrerwards , as was uſuall in thoſe Times , to perpetuate the Memory of che Poſſeſſors 
William de Fregenball.fixed his own,Name upon it. Aud iv this Family did the Pol- 
ſeſſion continue , till Thomas Frogeuhall concluded in three Co-heirs, of which 
Elizabeth was one , who matched with Joh» Northwood of Milon, and ſo linked 
1 to the Inhericance of that Family, where it had not long remained when a ſem- 
blable Fatalicy brought this Family likewiſe ro expice in Daughters and Co-heirs ; 
ſo that this place came by-Joanc, one of them, to be the Fee-ſimple of Sic John _ ,

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bur 'was nor long rei:denc in this Family ; for he, about the Beginning of Henry the 
eighth, conveyed it to Thomas Linacre Prieſt, above mentioned, who dying in 
che ſeventeenth year of the above-tecited Prince , gave hoth Tracie: and Frogenhall 
for ever to augment the Revenue of eA/l-ſouls Colledge in Oxford, 

The Mannor of Newiwgtos it ſelf belonged ( as an Ancient Mannſcript, now in my 
Cuſtody, informs me) to a Nunnery which was erected here inthis Pariſh , bur by 
whom it was founded or endowed is unknown: only this Manuſctipt [mentioned 
before, rehearſes a direful Tragedy , which ir cites, as is pretended, out of Thorn the 
Chronicler of St. Augyſtins , and other old Manuſcripts : 1c wasthis. Divers of the 
Nuns being warped with a malitious Deſire of Revenge , took the advantage of the 
Night, and ſtrangled the Lady Abbefſe, who was the Obje& of their Fury, and 
paſhonate Animohities, in her Bed; and after, toconceal fo execrable an Aſlallination, 
threw her Body into a Pitt, which afterwards comracted the traditional Appellari- 
on of Nux-pitt ; but this barbarous offence being nor long after miraculonſly diſ- 
covered ( the Manuſcript does not intimate how;) King Hewry the third, in whoſe 
Time this Tragedy was acted, ſeiſed this Mapnor into his Hands,* and having by 
Conſent of the Church tranſmirted the Nuns, who were culpable, to the ſecular 
power, by Death ro make expiarion tor this Crime; he ſenc the Guilcleſs Nuns 
into Shepey, and after filled their Cloiſter with ſeven ſecular Canons : four of which 
not long after ( as if ſome ſecret Impiery had lucked in the Wals of the Covent) 
murdered one of the Fraternity ; upon which the King ſeiſes this Mannor a- 

ain into his Hands, which he had before given back to the ſupport of this new 
ipſtirured Seminary : two parts of which laying io the Hamlet of Thetham by the two 
.vuiltlefle Canons , with the approbatton of Hexry the thicd, were afhgned rothe 
Abby of St. Aug»ftins (though ſome Wriripgs more Ancient afficm them to be given 
under the Notion of two Prebendaries to that Covent) by ://am the Conqueror ; 
ard the other five yu_ of this 'Mannor, were by the aboveſaid Henry che third, 
granted to his Lord Chief Jultice, Sir Richard de Lucy, whoſe Son Almericns de 
Lacy , ſaies the Manuſccipt , did in the year r278, exchange them with'the Monks 
of St. Auguſtins, And thus was this Mannor faftgedro the Patrimony of the Church, 
and fo continued , till the General Diſlolutionin the Time of Hewry the eighth diſ- 
uniced it, and linked it afcerwards to the poſleflion of the Crown, inwhoſe De- 
meaſne till the Death of the late King Charle: , it lay, ever ſince the firſt ſuppreſſion, 
involved, | 

Art this Pariſh of Newington , not long fince were digged up many Roman Urns, 
not far diſtant from the high way or common paſlage , it being agreeable unto Re- 
.max practice to interre in thoſe places , where their Monuments might be obvious. * 
almoſt. ro every Eye, Memorials of thengfelves, and Mememo's of Morralicy un- 
to living Paſſengers , whom the Epitaphs of great ones were fain to beg to ſtay 
and look upon them. Some” of theſe were of a larger, and ſome again of a nar- 
' rower Capacity , it being Cuſtomary among the Romans , for the Servants and 
Clients ro obtain Repoſitories for their Remains in Urns ot a lefler ; for che Maſters 
and Patrons to {lumber in Urns of a more wide and ſpatious Dimenſion : and many 
were ſo curious, that they contrived valt Family-Urns to continue their hving Re- 
lations , wherein the Aſhes of their neareſt Kindred and Friends, at leaſt ſome par- 
cels of them might, as in ſome common Exchequer , be treaſured vp that ſothe 
Union in Life might be mulciplyed and inforced by an amicable Correſpondence, 
even in the place of Sepulcure ; thus the Aſhes of Doemitian were mingled with thoſe 
of Julia, and thoſe of Achilles flept in the ſame Urn with thoſe of his Parroclas, 
That this Uſage or Pratice of the Romans extrafted its pedigree from Greece is ma» 
nifeſt: For all Authors that have taken a ProſpeRof the Grecian Rires of Funerals, 
conſent that thoſe of Megars (but up the Bones of four or five Perſons in the, 
narrow Confines of one Repertory, or Sepulch*al-Urn,, Ir is farther obſervable , 
that theſe Urns diſcovered at Newington , were ſeveral of them embroidered with 
particular Inſcriptions; one had Severianus pater inſculpedupon it , another was en- 
dorſed with Priſcian , and a third with Falvins Linus; this alſo was uſual among 
the Komars 4 not oply to ſuperſcribe rhe- Names of thoſe whoſe Remains were 
lodeed-within , bur likewiſe ſometimes ro Syors their Duſt to thoſe Deiriesthey 
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called Topical Gods, ſuch as were here, Dew: V; erinens , Dens Moguntis , Deus 
Meonunss , Du Croitatis Brigantuns » Cammlus Dens Santlus, Gadunur, &c, Some- 
times they endorſed D. —_— is, Dus Mambns, and ther we ofren meec with 
Patera's, of Sacrificivg Dilbes , Lachrymarories, Veſlels of Oile, and other Aro. 
martical Libarions , which Age and a long Dare of Time had condenſed into the 
Conſiſtence of Gellies ; ſomerimes again cheir Urns were placed or fituated near 
ſome Bound. or Land-mark, and then their Aſhes incloſed, were conſecrated to 
the peculiar Proteion of Dens Terminus: , and were cloiſtered in a Repoſitory or 
Veſlz1, much in Figure or Reſemblance like a Ryman Urn, but only the Cover was 
more wide and deep ar Top , and this they ltyled eArca Finalis, Beſides theſe at 
Newingtos , there are many other Examples of ſuch endorſments amongſt the Ry- 
mans; I ſhall cull out ſome few, eAarcns Plamtins who flew himſelf for the Love 
of his Wife Oreſtilla, who deceaſed at Tarentum in her paſſage to eAſia, thatſohe 
might accompany her in Death, as he had done in Life , had his Aſhes blended to- 
oether with hers in one Urn , whiltt this Superſcription without adorned their ming- 
led Duſt, The two Lovers, Not many years fince there was digged up near («g- 
gehall in E ſex an Urn » which offered up to the SpeRator's View this Inſcription, 
Coccill, M. that is, Coceills Manbas, And not many years before at the Bath was re- 
preſented ro publick InſpeRtion, an Urn, with this Endor{ment inſculped , Yibia 
Jucunda An, XXX hic ſepatka ; I could diſcover more of this Nature ; Burt I return, 
In theſe Newingtos Urns , as my Intelligence inſtruts me, chere were traced our 
many peeces of Romwax Coin, it being Cultomary amongſthar Nation, not only to 
incloſe Coin or Mony , both of Conſulary and Imperial Stamp, by which the Date 
of their Friends Deceaſe » mighe be hinted to an Intelligent Obſervation ;z bur like- 
wiſe Fragments of thoſe Things the Deceaſed in his Lite Timedid particularly af- 
fe&, as namely , Spear Heads, peeces of Darts and Swords, broken Armor the 
Caſſis or Helmer , Shields, Goblers, Berill Rings, beſides a great Number of 
Gems, with Heads of Gods and Goddefles , and the pourtraicure of ſeveral Crea- 
rures, faſhioned out of Agat and Amber. Now if any will inquire of me, When 
this Cultome of burning the Dead , and after depoſiting their Duft ip Sepulchial 


- Urys, became to be in Uſe amongſt the Rewansp I conteſs Iam ſatisfied the Time 


is incertain , though 1 dare poſitively aver , it was originally tranſported from Greece, 
where it was uſed though with more formality , long before it was adopred into the 
Uſages of this Nation. For firſt the Grecians burned only the Bodies of thoſe of 
more eminent Account, but denied ic to thoſe who were of baſgr Allay , or of ob- 
ſcurer Fame ; as likewiſe they did ro deceaſed Infants ; ro thoſe who were blaſted 
or deſtroyed with Lighcning , becauſe they ſuperttitiouſly conceived chem enemies 
ro the Powers above; to thoſe who hag impiouſly laid violent hands upon them- 
ſelves; and laſtly, ro thoſe who had by a perfidious Apoſtaſie, declared themſelves 
ro be Deſerrors and Berrayers of their Country, Secondly , they burned only the 
fleſh of the Body , rcſervingthe Bones to be laid up'in Chetts or Repertories , which ' 
they called Thece, which amongſt the Romans had the Title of Ofſar:a, beſtowed 
on ther. .' Thirdly , they efteemed it ſo great an Honor for any perſon tofleep in 
his owne Native Countrey , that if he deceaſed inany Forrain Region, which was in 
Amity with them,they there, afrer their Cuſtomary Manner burped his Body, and with 
much Solemnity tranſported his Reliques to the place of his Nativity , and at every 
Croſſe Way had their appointed Feaſts , which were made at the Expence of the Re- 
lations and Friends of the Defun&, which they called their Compualia, Laſtly, 
they (irewed Flowers on the Urns and Repoſitories of the Dead , and adorned them 
with Ribands , as they did the Urn of Philopemer ; bur they more particularly affc- 
Qed the firewing of Myrtle , and Amaranthus, on the Aſhes of their departed Rela- 


| tions» as the Romans did thatof the Roſe ; yer both of them did concur in the Com- 


pofition of rhe Funeral Pile, which was furniſhed and made up of Roſemary, La- 
Iyx, Yew , Cypreſle, and Ficre, wherein it is probable were couched ſome tacit 
Hints of their ſurviving Hopes ; and in which myſterious Hieroglyphicks , as betng 


- Trees which were perpetually verdant, were wrapped up ſome ſecrer Inferences of a 


farure ReſurreQion, That this Cuſtome of Burnivg the Dead did afterwards by 


ab univerfal-imicacion extend and ſpread it ſelf co other Nations. Thatthe PRs 
rulivg 
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ruling Prieſts were accuſtomed ro burn their Dead is expreſſed by Pompotias : That 
they held rhat pratiſe in Gawle, Ceſar expreſly delivers: That burning the Dead 
was uſed in Sarmatia, is affirmed by Gagwinns : That the Swedes and Gothlanders 
did frequently commit their Princes ana more eminent Perfons tothe Fire, is de- 
livered by Saxo and Olans : That this was the old German pradtiſe , isalfo aſlerred by 
Tacitus, And that it was cuſtomary amongſt the Dares, Several Urns, diſcoveredin 
Jatland and Sleſwick, not many years fince , do eafily evince , which contained not 
only Bones, but many other SubRancesin them , as Knives , peeces of Icon, Braſs 
and Wood, and one of Norway a Braſs guilded Jews-harp, Whenthis Cuſtome of 
Burning of the Dead languiſhed into Diſuſe, is incertain ; but thar ir began ro'va- 
niſh, upon the Dawnivg of Chriſtianity , as Vapors and Milts ſcatter before a Morn- 
ivg Sun, is without Controverhe ; bur when the Light of ir did more vigorouſly 
rele, like a Meridian Beam', on all the gloomy Corners and Receſles of Paga- 
piſm and Infidelity ; chen this Uſe of Urn-Burial, was wholly ſuperſeded , and 
found a Tombir ſelf in the more ſober and ſeverer praQtiſe of Chriliianicy, And thus 
much ſhall be ſaid concerning theſe Urns digged up at Newington, 

The Mannor of Levenke in chis Pariſh ought in the lalt place to be taken Notice 
of; but the Deeds being diſperſed into the Hands of thoſe who are Stravgers both 
to this County and my Dehlign, I cannot give the Reader that ſatisfaQtior io this 
particular that I aime ar, Only thus much I can inform him , that by an old Couce 
Roll in the Hands of Mr. Stanimough of this Pariſh, lately deceaſed, I diſcovered 
that in the Raign of Edward the third, and Richard the ſecond , it was the poſſeſſi- 
on 'of John Beau Fiz , and it is probable by the Heir General of this Name, ir de- 
volved to Arneld of Rochefter : and more to fortifie this, ſome ancieat Country 
people ar my being there , did afſure me , they had it by Traditional Intelligence 
from their Predeceſlors, That that K:ight purchaſed ir of one Arnold ; bur of that there 
is no certainty , only this is poſitive , that abou the latter endof Hexry the cighth, 
that Knight cvjoyedit, and in this Name it remained until almoſt our Memory , and 
then it was conveyed to Goxldſmuh, and he alienated ir to Barrow , whoſe Deſcen- 
dant having morgaged it to Mr. ...,.. Aifon of London, he very lately hath tranſ- 
_—y all his Righr by Sale, into Mr, ,..,..., Life of Middieſex > now de» 
ceaſed. 


Nockholt in the Hundred of Rexley, was a Branch which was incorporated into 
the Reyenue of the Lord Say, Wiliam de Sap dicd poſleſt of it , inthe twenty third 
year of Edward the third, and from this man was it tranſmittedto his Grand-child 
Geffrey Say, who concluded in a' Sole Dau. hter and Heir, called Elizabeth, who 
was married to Wilkam Ficnnes Eſquire, and ſo in her Right was Nockbolt united to 
. the poſſeſſion of this Noble Family ; from this man was Kichard Fiennes deſcended, 
who enjoyed this Mannor ſucceſſively from him , and married Joave the Sole Femate 
Heir of Thomas Lord Dacre of Hurſtmenceaux in Suſſex, who was extracted from 
Edward Lord Dacre, who was ſummoned to Parliament by the Title of Lord Dacre 
of Hurſtmonceaxx , in the Raign of Edward the ſecond , and in ber Right was this 
mar ſummoned to Parliament by the Name of Richard Fiennes Lord Dacres , inthe 
Government of Henry the fixth, And here did both the Barony of Dacre, andthe 
Inhericance of Nockþolt continue , till Gregory Fiennes Lord Dacre: deceaſed , 'inthe 
thirty fxth year of Queen El/izabeth, and lefr by Teſtament Margaret his Stiftec 
matched ro Sampſon Lennard Eſquire, he having no Iflue , Heir to bus large poſleſſi- 
ons, amongſt which this Mannor was involved; from Sampſon Lennard,. who was 
created Lord Dacres, in the ſecond year of King James; it is now come down hy 
Succeſſive Inheritance to be the inftanc Parrinfony of his Grand-child Francis Lord 
Dacres the preſent Baron of Hur ſtmonceasx, | 

There are two other Mannors in this Pariſh , but of ſmall importance} called 
Brampton , and Ehelleys-conrt , or at Ockbott, both which had Owners , who engrat- 
red their own Sirname upon them, There is a recital inthe Book, of Aide , of one 
John de Brampton , who held Landat Nockholt and Di:ton , in the Raiges of Edward 
the ficlt : From this Family, Brampton came by a Female Heir ro be the Inheritance of 
Petley, who abour the latter end of Hevry the fxth , conveyed it to Ohver , alias 
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- Quintiv, and hath been for almolt rwo Hundred years, as appears by the Eviden- 
es: now/ in the Hands of Mr, Robert Oliver , of the Grange in the Pariſh of Ley- 
honrn, ip the Tenure and Poſleſſion of that Name and Family, 

- . Shelleys (ourt, called in che Evidences likewiſe at Ockhelt, was, as high as the 
Raien of Edward the third, as the originall Decds now in the Hands of Mr. Rob. 
Auſtin of Bexley inform me, the Inhericance of Shelley, and remained united ro 
the: Poſſeſſion of that Family, till che Government of Queen Mary ; and then 
by. Sale the whole Demiſe, was paſſed away by Sir Jobs Champneys, Lord Maior 
of Londen, by William Shelley, the lalt of chis Name ar this place ; from whom 
it devolved. to his Son Sir Jaflinias Champneys, who lefr it to his Son Mr. Richard 
Champ neys Eſquire 3 and he almoſt in che, Remembrance of that Age we live 
in, alienated his Concernment 1n it, to. che preſent Poſleſior Mr, Gooday of Suf-

Nexixgton in the Hundred: of Winghawm and Eaftry , hath diverſe places in ir of 
conſiderable Repute, The firſt is Fredvile, called in old Deeds Fro:dville, from its 
bleak and 'emitent Situation. |.

In Times ſucceeding to theſe, that is, inthe year 1215, William de eAlbineto or Al- 
biniaco, in the Latine of thoſe Times, and written D* Alb;xer, inthe Uſage of ours, 
was Governour of this Fortrefle, for the faQtious party of the mutinous Barons, 
who were then in aRtual Arms againſt Krng John, butthis Prince invetted it With a 
formal Leaguer » and atrer the bloody Debate of a three Moneths Siege , forces the 
above-mentioned D* Albixet to a Surrender , wherein though the Vicrue of the Op- 
ponent , was conſiderable , yer ir was ruinous to him, and the Event hath left us 
Faith enough ro believe , thar Strengrh withour the Concurrence of 'a Loyal Prin- 
ciple which may ſupport it , is like an Egyptian Reed , which ordinarily runs into the 
Fingers, and wounds them which lean upon ir, 

In the year after this, the Nobilicy , then combined and in Arms againſt King 
Jobs, finding that their Forces were much empaired and diminiſhed by feverall vn- 
fuccesfal Encounters with that Prince, andrthar they mult be forced to reſign chem- 
ſelres np to thoſe rigoroys Conditions that he would impoſe uponthem , calledin 
Lewis the Dolphin of France, who landing inthe Iile of Thanert , with a conſiderable 
Army , advanced to Rocheſter, and by the concurtent Aſſiſtance of the Barons , who 
had nnired their ftrengch wich his , made ſuch a furtons Onſet upon this Caſtle , that 
like a Tempeſt which bears down all before ir , he carried it by Afſaulc, 

In the year 1264. broke out that fatal Comeſt between Simon Montfort Earl of 
Leiceſter , and Hemry the third , the Foundation or Original of which was this. That 
Earl being the great Aſſerror of the £»glib Liberty againſt the rurbulent Eruptions of 
Forrainers, endeavoured to tear away thoſe Strangers, that b=ipg placed roo neat 
the Royal Throne, had obſtruted and forelaid all che Avenues and Paſſage both ro 
che Heart and Eare of that Piince : and this diſmal claſhing (like the Collifion of 
two Flints) was productive of ſo waſting and deftru&ive a Fire , that it had like, nor 
only ro have copſumed the Crewn and Scepter , but likewiſe co have caſt the whole 
Kingdome it ſelf into a heap of Flame and Ruines , ſome Sparks of which were dart- 
ed hither, For this Earl about the Time above ſpecified begirt che Cicy and Caſtle of 
Rechefter , with a powerful Army , and that he might multiply all Advantages to 
himſelf, whick might inforce his Defizn, and intercept the Succout intended the 
Befieged, he burned the Brid.e, whote Frame was then made vpof Wood, and 
deftroyed a Fortreſs that was I row upon it, which was compounded of the ſame 
Materials, and having effeRed this, he preſſed ſo hard upon the Calile , that he nor 
only pillaged the adjacent Church and Abby , bar likewiſe ſubdned the oiitward 
Ward or Gate » and had cerrainly by an abſolure Conquelt atchieved the whole , had 
not King Henry arrived moſt oppottunely , and by a ſuccesful encounter wreſted boch 
Eatl Warrer, who had ſo vigorouſly maintained it , and that likewiſe , from the Im- 
preſſions of his Fury. 

Afer this, I find little of Moment to have been acted at this place, only I find 
the Caftle ro have been depofited in the Hands of ſeveral eminent Perſons , who 
were extracted from Families, whoſe Blood was of as noble a Tin&ure as avy iti 
chis County , and theſe held it undet the Notioh of Caftellan; or Gnardians of ir, an 
Office of a very important Concernment inelder Times. The ficlt of which , who 
was entruſted with it , was Wiliam St, (ere, whoſe Ancient Seat, before his Shc- 
ceſſor by the March of the Coheir of Aldbam removed to /ghtaw, was at Woodland 
in Ki»g/dewn > and he died in the Tenure of this place, is the forty eighth o_ of 
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| Henry the third. Afrer him ,. I diſcover Robert de Honghans Lord of Hougham by 


Dover, to have had the Cuſtody of.it,. and he died inveſted inthis Office, inthe 
ſecond year of Edward the-firit, and. io the next year ag ere cr Soppares from 
whom the Harfleets of Eaft-Kent are deſcended , had theCare and Command of ir. 
In Times of a nearer Approach to us, I find #ihham Keriel or Criol , was entrutied 
with the Care and Government of it , and was: poſleſt of this Charge at his Death, 
in the firſt year of Henry the fifth. After”"whoſe Exit, the Cuſtody was commirted 
to Themas Lord Cobham, and he held ir at his Daceaſe, which was in the eleventh 
year of Edward the fourth, Bur after this, ir began ſo to languiſh away into irs 
own Ruivess that ir grew rather an Obje&t of Picy, than of Envy, and relied 
amongſt the Mannors ot the Crown, untill King James, in the ſeyenth year of his 
Reign, eranced that goodly Skeleron of the Cattle, which yer courts the Eye of the 
Beholder, to an Admiration of its former Strength, with all che Services annexed 
to it, to Sir Anthony. Weldon, of Swanſcamp, whoſe Son and Heir Ralph Welden of 
Swanſcamp Eſquire, is the inſtant Lordot the Fee. 

There is much Land in this County held of -this Caſtle, whoſe Tenure 1s perfe& 
Cafileguard:for upon theDay prefixed for the diſcharge of the quirc-Rent,relatigg ro it, 
there 15a Banner diſplaid and hupg our (anciently ic was over the Caftle-Wall) and 
all tboſe who are Tenants ro this Mannor, and are.in Default by their non- Appearance, 
and do not diſcharge their Cultomary Duties, and Services, the Penaltic impoſed up- 


. on their Neglect, is, chat the Return of every Tide of. the adjacent River which finds 


them Abſent, doubles rheic Service or quirt-Renr. 

The Bridge which is almoſt contiguous to the Root or Baſis, was anciently z when 
the Frame was of 1imber, removed coa farther Diſtance, and crofled the Stream 
over againſt the Hoſpital of St Maries,: at Stroude, Bur this was by Simon de Montfort 
when he cfieged Recbeſter, ruined by Fire, and, although ir was re-edified and repai- 
red not long #fter, yet ſome twenty years ſubſequent ro this Misforrune, it was (wept 
away by Ice, ſo that it appears the Elements entered into a Corrivalſhip or Compe- 
rition, which ſhould make rhe moſt ruinous Impreſſion , on this informnate 
Structure, | | ! 

Bur afrer this, that is, ,in the raign of Richard the ſecond, all.choſe aboye-men- 
rioned 'Dyſaſters and Inconveniences, which might again have aſſaulted the Bridge, 
were for thefurure prevented ; for. Sir Roper Knolles, a Perſon who had rmproved,and 
enhbaunſed his Fame, to rhe higheſt Degree of Eminence, by his glorious and ſucces- 


- full Managery. of che Engliſh Aﬀaics,: and Intereſt in France, ſeeking to make him- 


ſelf as uſefull co his Friznds, that 1s, his Contrymen, as he was before conſiderable 
ro his Fnemices, maltered the Courſe of rhe River, and ſomewhart nearer to the Calile 
as in a place more fir, boch for rhe Saljditie, ard faſlnefſe of the Soile, as likewiſe 
for the breaking of che imperuouſneſſe of the Currenc,ereted che Bridge of Stone 
which 1s now vilible, fixed, and eltabliſhed on one, and rwevty- Arches, and by this 
Viaory over the Elements, made his Triumphs more illufttious, chan he had done 
before, by all ch: Conqueſts of his Adverſaries : for in theſe he only ſeemed ro have 
out-gone all others; but in this.to bave ourdone himſelf, 

 Deivg thus fixed and Strengrhned, there was a Statute enaftcd in the one andewen- = 


- ticrh year of Richard the ſecond, wherein there is Provifion made for irs future Securt- 


ty » there being ſeveral parcells of Land, which are mentioned in that AR; tied 
and obliged for irs continual Maintenance and Repair , whenſoeyer the Injurics 
of Time, or thoſe of the Elements, ſhould deface or impair ic. 

The Chappel or Chancry in old Records, ſtyled che Chantry of R ygchefter Bridge 3 
was founded in the year 1399, by lohn de Cobham, and was dedicated to the holy 
Trivity, and was called at the ficit Infticution, All Souls Chappel, becauſe Prayers and 
other Orizons, were there to be offered, up, for the Redemprion and Health of all 
Chriſtian Souls, and likewiſe a Stipend or Exhibition was there ſerled, for the Support 
ayd Maintenance of three Prielis, or Chaplains, particularly , to pray for the Souls 
of Jobn de Cobham the Patron ard Founder, Sir Rygbert Knolles, ro whom the Bridge 
owed its primicive Eſtabliſhment, William Wangford and Eleanor his Wiſe, Jobs Fre- 
mngham and Alice his Wife, William Makenade, and Sir Witians Rickbil; and likewiſe 


for the Souls of ſome. who were deceaſed before the Foundation of this Chappel, as 


namely

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namely. for the Seul of 19h» Buckingham, formerly Biſhop of Lincoln, and Sir William 
Wallworth, the eminent Lord Maior of Londox, to whole Virtue and Valour, Londex, 
owes the Addition of the Dagger , which was annexedas an Augmentation io the 
Arms of the City, 

The Priory was founded by Ethelhert King of Kent, and dedicated to the Honor of 
St. Andrew, and ſtored with Monks who were to live under the Rule of Sr, Benedi&, 
thongh afterwards, as Mr. Lambert out of the Book ot Rocheſter obſerves, they altered 
rheir Rule, and conformed themſelves to the Caton of St, Augyſtine Biſhop of Hippo, 
but were reduced again tothe primitive Inſtitution of Sr. Beneditt, in the year 1080, 
by G=ndslphws chen Biſhop dt Rocheſter, in which Dehign; he was aided and ſap ;orred 
by Laexfranc the ative Arch-biſhop of Canterbury, In Ages of anelder Inſcription, 
there were ſeveral Conteſts brake forth berween the Monks of Chrift- church in 
Canterbury, and thoſe of this Covent ; the firſt Strugling, ro bring the EleRion of the 
Biſhop of Rocheſter imo their Chapiter, which the latt, Sticking cloſe ro their own 
inherent Rights and Priviledges , endevoured to diſannul, and wholly to circum- 
ſcribe his Ele&ion wirhin the Precin&s of their own Chapiter, Two Preſidents , 
which repreſent to Poſterity the whole State of this Controverhie , - ds occur in 
Record, The firſt appears in the year 1227, when atcer the Death of Bezedi#, the 
Biſhop of Rocheſter , eleed to ſucceed him, Henry Sandford, a Man of exemplary 
Piery, ſo chat he was inculpable for his Life, and of unfachomed Learning, ſo that 
he was in that Age, almoſt unparallelled for his Knowledge, which could not ttave off 
the Monks of ( briſt-church, to juſtle the Eleftion, prerending that the paltoral 
Staffe or Crofier of Rocheſter, de Jure,ought to have been brought to their Houſe, afrer 
the Deceaſe of the Biſhop, and that the Elefion was to have been made ip theic 
_Chapiter, This occafioned much Hear, for the Monks of Recheſter, vigorouſly 
afſerred their own Choice, ſo that it was referred ro the Decifion of the Arch- 
biſhop, and he again pur ir over to the Umpirage of Delegates, who heiting the 

rties concerned, and poiſing the Allegations, produced by either fideto ſuſtain 
the Juſtice of their own Cauſe; they by a finall Determination, declaredthe Righr 
to reſide in the Monks of Rycheffer, Bur ir ſeems this Fire, was only allayed, 
not extinguiſhed :' for in the year 1238, ir/brake forth again, and the occafion 
which gave Fuell to it, was this, The Monks of Rochefter, had elefted Richard 
Wendover for their Biſhop, which ſo exaſperated and diſeuſted the Monks of 
Chriſt-church, that ſuſpe&ing their own Power, they, more to inforce and 'mul- 
riply their Stretgrh , and evacuate that EleRion, enticuled Arch-biſhop Edwnnd 
ro their Cauſe, - But the Monks of Rocheſter diſclaiming, by a rame Remiſleneſſe, 
either to foment or palliate their own undoing, appealed to Rome , where af- 
rer the chargeable Commencement of a three years Sute, the Innocency and 
_ Juſtice of theic Cauſe was recompenſed with the Triumph of the Day , upon 

which they returned home exalred with the Joy of cheir Succeſle, and enafted in 

their Chapiter, that the annuall Feaſt of Sr. Cuthbert, on which Day they atchie- 
ved this ſignal Conquelt, ſhould be doubly ſotemnized, both in their Church and 
in their Kitchin. . Bur as they were ſucceſſefull in their rancounters with che 
Arch- biſhop, ſo they were very infortunare in thar inteſtine Diſcord, which burſt 
out berween them, and their own Biſhop Gilbert Glanville, who not only forcibly 
wrung from them. their Goods, Ornaments, Writings, and other Munimenrs, bur 
likewiſe deveſied them of a confiderable Portion of rheir Lands, Poſleſhons ; an 
Priviledges, which forced them ro appeal ro Reme for Redrefſe ; where they em- 
broiled themſelves in a tedious Law-Sute, which engaged them to that vaſt ex- 
pence, that they were conſtrained ro coin the Silver of Paxlings Shrine into Money, 
to ſupport them in ſo expenhve and coſtly a Contelt; and this much embaſed for the fu- 
ture thar Eſteem which the World formerly had entertained both of the Piery and 
SanRitie ofthe Monks of this Cloiſter, « 

Bur theſe Contefis did net ſo much prejudice or endamage this Cloiſter within, 
though accompanied with much Heat, as the Devaſtation occafioved by the Ele-' 
ment of Fire without: for in the year 1130, when Heyry the firſt, with a great 
Convention of the Nobility and Biſhops was then preſent to ſolemnizerhe Conſe- 
cration of St, Andrews Cathedral and Church 5 which was then newly finiſbed : _ 
| P pÞ udden 
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ſuddain Flame broke out,whoſe Aflaulrs upon this Covenc,did much deface and empare 
the Glory of che Ancient Fabrick, And as it this imperuous Eruption had not been 
enough to diminiſh the Beaury of it, chere was another Fice in the year 1177, 
which was about the latter end of Herry the ſecond , which exerciſed its Fury upon 
it, even to a total Depopulation of chis Cloiſter; yer after all cheſe Diſafters , 
wherein it is diſputable , whether the Rage of men, or that of the Elements, were 
more deſtruive , by the Charitable Beneficence and Miecy of that Age, it aroſe 
like a Phznix , more Beauriful and, vigorous, even our ef its Embers and Aſhes, 
and continued in that condition , until the general Diſſolution, in the reign of Hen- 
ry the eighth, and then thar Prince having ſuppreſſed this Covent, and torn off 
their Revenue , upon theic Ruines heeſtabliſhed a Dean and twelve Prebends , and 
endowed rhem for their furure _ with that Demeaſne, whichfor the princi- 
pal part of it, as namely., (Weuldham, Hallivg , Swodland, Troteſchſf, Denton , 
Longfold, Boreſtal , Lidfing , and Stoke , in the Hundred of Hoo , had been formerly 
annexed tothe above-mentioned Cloiſter, 

The Cathedcal, wich the Biſhoprick of Rechefter, united to it, were founded 
and eſftabliſbed by that -pious Monarch Ethelbere King of Kent, and the firk Biſhop 
ro whom. was entrulted che Paſtoral Staffe or Croher by Auguſtine , the Apoſtle of 
the Saxons, was Juſtus ,. the above-mentioned Prince , nor only aſſerting unto this 
EleRion by his Preſence , but likewiſe Contributing to the Support of the Perſon 
ſo choſen » and his Succeflors by his liberal Benceficence. And indeedit is remarka- 
ble, that in all thoſe Revolutions and Viciſhtudes, which have rolled and varied 
the Fate of things and Aﬀairs, ſince the Seeds of Chrilianiry were ſown ſo plemi- 
fully by the Hand of eAvg»ſtine in this Iſland, that the Chair of this Biſhoprick 
was {till fixed at Rocheſter , whereas many others have in ſundry parrs of the Nation 
ſuffered divers Tranſlations to other places then that where they ac firſt were efta» 
bliſhed ;-and the Reaſon is, becauſe by the Order of #illam the Conqueror , ſuch 
Biſhops as were befote refident in Townsand Villages, were forthwith co cranſplapr 
theic-Sear into walled Cicies and places of Defence , che more ro oblige the popu- 
lacie , not only co'repair thither for the Exerciſe of Devotion ,. but likewiſe co 
augment the Commerce and Bulk of thoſe Cities, by ſuch numerous Aſſemblies ; 
but in this Command of his, Rochefter could not be imerreſſed ot concerned, thar 
was invelied with a Wall , or ſomething equivalencro ir long before the Age of the 
Conqueror. I ſhould pow unfold a Caralogue of thoſe Biſhops that ſwayed the Cro- 
fier of this Sea, beginnivg wich J»ſffxsz and concluding with Jobs Warner the in- 
ſtair» Biſhop of this Dioce(s ; bur this 1s ſo obvious , both in Goodwin, anda late 
Manual, iyled The Help to Hiſtory, that I ſhall only hiftorical.y Record the moſt 
eminent of them and proceed, The firlt of whom I find ro be Juſtus, who was 
tranſlared from this Sea , to that of Camerbury , a Man whoſe Integricy of Life . 
breathed ont a noble perfume when he was livipg , and his Body , if we may credic 
the Fabulous and Superttitious Legend of that Age y. ne leſs grareful an Odour when 
he was Dead, for tis reporced that his Reliques beingrobe removed after their En- 
rerment many years before , caſt forth (not the Stench or Sream of Purrefaftion) 
bur a] Sent fo odorous and fragrant, that it did nor annoy , bur exceedingly delight 
the Nolthrils of thoſe who were preſent ; bur indeed chis might be poſſible wichouc 
che Concutrence of a Miracle , it we conſider that thoſe Remaigs of his might be 
Peicued from the Fate of Corruption, by the Adjunfts or Circumſtances of Nard, 
Balm , Spicery, and Perfume:; ſo that the Miracle ſeems ro be impoſed by rhe 
Monks on the Laity of chat Age , only ro excite both their Devotion and Benevo- 
lence, | 

Pann, whowas therhird Biſhop , who ſucceeded him , converted Eawis King 
of Nerthumberland , and Edelburga lus Queen, to Chriſtianity , avd ſo juſtly meri= 
ted the Title of Apoſtle of -that Province , for which he was recorded afrer his 
Death inthe Regiſter of Saints , and had his Body fo far ennebled, that ic was Wrkpr 
up in a ilver Shrine. 

{thawar, who next! ſucceeded him. had his Reliques likewiſe enſkrinedin afcer 
Tunes by Gazdeiphs Biſhop of Rochefter 5 which was not only repaired, bur very 
much adorned and beautified by Biſhop Jehs his Siccefſor , becauſe (as the Book of 
c 4 Rocheſter 
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 Rechefter intimates , he was redeemed, by rouching bis Reliques , ab acerrime Oculs- 
rum Dolore , from ſome ſharp Dittillationwhich did afli& his Eye, 

Arnoftus was preſent at Pinerden-beath ; at the great Debate touching ſome Lands, 
which were u$)ulily rayiſbed away from the Church. | 

.Gundwulphss his Succeſſor exetted the white Tower in Rechefter-caſtls : and wheres 
as he ar his firſt Inſtalment , found bur fix Canons in the Covent of St, Andrews, he 
ſo liberally endowed it , that he lefc it repleniſhed with threeſcore Monks of the 
Order and Rule of Sr. Benedift, * - | 

Tobia: , whom I ſhould have mentioned afrer /thamar, was (as Harp feild out of the 
Records of Rycheſter) a man very dextrous and xkiltul inche Tongues, and a gene - 
ral Magazine of all other Leirning both Divine and Humane beſide. 

Walter de Merton, Lord Chancellor of England, did not only foyndthe Colledge 
of Mertox at Oxford, but likewiſe laid the Foundation of an inpert<& Colledge at 
Maldon in Eſſex , which by his Death was; left unfiniſhed, He died in the year 
1277. and lies buried in his own Church at Rechefter , ro which in his Life Time he 
had been a Munific:nt Benef:Ror. In We Th whoſe Memory Sir Henry Savil, 
and the Fellows of Merton Colledge , ere&gga Magnificent Morument , in the year 
I559. over his Aſhes ; which though ic be muchempaired both by Age , and the in- 
jurious Aﬀeconts of theſe impious Times ; yet ſhall the Name of this great man be 
che belt, Steward to his own-Dult :- and when his Sepulchre ic ſelf ſhall lie enterred 
in irs _. deplored Rubbiſh, this ſhall ſtand unto ic ſelf an everlatting Tomb and 
Epitaph, _- | 
; _—_— de Heath was Confeſſor to Edwardtheſecond , anda liberal BenefaRor ro 
this Church; He built the Houſe at the Mannor of Halirg , which in ſome Ancient 
Records is yled his Pallace.

 \Joannes de Seapsia , of Jobs de Shepey was Lord Treaſurer of E »eland three years, 

Richard Towng.-was a principal Contributor to the Reparation of the Church at 
Frendsbury , wholly glazed the Windows : where nox long (ince his pourtraQture 
wa$expoſedto the;publick View; a good Index, not only to his Memory , but like- 
wiſeto the Remembrance of ſo pious a Work, 

John Lowe was born in the County of Worceſter , and wasa man inthe Eftimare of 
Bale, who;wric his Life z not only of ſignal Piery , but likewiſe an Exchequer of all 
manner of Learning. , 

Johs Fiſher was a man of vaſt Knowledge, which yet was Ruinous tro him for aſ- 
ſerting the Papal me” when it was invelted in Herr the eighth , by an 
A& of Parliament - he offered up. his Lite on a Scaffold , as a Sacrifice to that 
opinion. . MAP 

" Nicol Ridley was a man of an inculpable Life, and of a wide Knowledge , who 
was ſo an irrefragable Aſſertor of the Proteſtanc Religion, that he gave himſelf up 
at Oxford, to the Fury of Fire and Faggor for the Teltimony of what he before had 

rofeſled : and hath by his exemplary Life and Death , raught the Adverſaries of 
piſcopacy this Leſſon, that it is poſſible that the Seed may be pure as well ay the 
Soyl ; that is,, the perſons of the Men , as,well as the Office, may be incorrupr, 

John Warner is the lalt , who brings up this Catalogue , in whom the inſtant Ticle 
of this Biſhoprick is reſident, a man worthy of betcer Dayes,. yet fir for theſe; 
who for. his vaſt Encouragement of Learning iv the belt of Times, and his pious 
Supporr of it inthe workt, cavnot be mentioned without an Actribute, 

There have in elder Times many Conteſts and Anjmokfities broke out betweenthe 
Biſhops of Rocheſter and Worceſter ; and the Fuel which fomented and ſupplied this 
Fire of Contention , was,-that both theſe. Prelates pretended to the- Support of 
the Croſier before the Arch-biſhop of Canterbary in all Proceſſions, and other As 
of _publick and Geval A_— ; be-io Fine, the Croſier or Paſtoral Staff was fixed 
or ſerled ip the Hand. of the Prelare of Rycheſfter , and hath been by Preſcription 
ever fince united as a convicted and Inherent Priviledge to this Dioceſle. | 

Before I wave my Diſcourſe concerning this Biſhoprick , I muſt inform the Read- 
& ,.that there are ſome peculiars which are annexed tothe Deanries of. ( roydon and 
Shorhans ,- and this hath encangled and engaged many in much Difficulty to trace our 
- the laſt Wils and T:ſtaments of thoſe who. deceaſed within the Contines and Pre- 
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cin&s of theſe peculiars, To unravel theretore theſe Niceries for the future ; 1 ſhall 
repreſent a. jult Scale'of theſe excepred places, out of the oftiginal Records of the 
Church of Rgchefter themſelves, that thoſe which can find no fatisfaRtion in the 
Regilters of Canterbury , or Records of Recheſter , may yer diſcover what they are 
in purſuir of, inchat Office, whercin theſe are enrolled and filed. But before I unwind 


.their Caralogue, I ſhall in brief wrap up what in fofmer Times hath been delivered 


rouching the Office of Rural Deans, by Dnatenus and others, who have more co- 
piouſly dilared themſelves upon this Subjet, This Officer was certainly brought 
into the Church toſupply che place of choſe whom Anriquiry yled the Chore-Epiſcops, 
who were commonly Aſſiſtants ro the Biſhop : For indeed where the Diocefle was 


of that vaſt Laticude and-Extrenc, that the Managery of ſogreat a Truſt was diſpro- 


portionate to the Diſcharge of one fingle Perſon , it was neceſſary that his Care 
ſhould be ſupported by the murual Counſel and concurrent Adviceiof 'others, whoſe 
prudence might improve the Afﬀairs of the Church: and uponithe going out of the 
above-mentioned Office , as being obſolete and antiquated this of che Rural Dean 
came'in. And to him did the Biſhop entruſt an Inſpedtion into the Lives of whe 
Clergy, and from him did receive an.ex4&t Account of Scandal infts whole Lati- 
tude , and other vicious Exceſſes , which might by an impious Connivyance have ad- 
ded more blackneſs to the Caſlock : He was likewiſe; by Delezatiots from rhe Biſhop, 
to take Cogniſance of all Errors and Deviations from rhat which 1 that Age wasre- 
pured Orchodox Doftrine , that neicher the Foundation nor SyperfituRure of Reli- 
oi0n Might be afſaulced, And laſtly , where rhe Dioceſle was wide , and of alarge 
Territory , ir frequently hapned tfiat the Probate and Admipitiratidn of ſundry Te- 
ſtaments in. divers places, was Committed to his Care and Sway j and hewas like- 
wiſe entruſted with a Seal, with the Name of che Biſhop, whoſe Office by Dope-

Church reſtifie , de C:bo eorum , to ſupport their Table wich a conftanc ſupply of Diet, 
and reſied annexed to their Demeaſne', until the Faralicy of the General Diſſolution 
raviſhed it away , and afterwards it was by Hevry the eighth , when he eſtabliſhed 
a Dean and Chapiter upon the Ruines of this aboye-tnentioned Priory , linked unto 
that Revenue , which he gramed then for their future ſubſiſtence. : 

The ſecond is Great Delce, which had 'owners of that Sirname, as is evident by 
Teſta de Newill, and other Records both of a'publick and private Stamp ; but, 1c 
appears, was not of 'any permapent continuanceinthis Name : for before rhe middle 
of Edward the fiſt, it was gon from that, and united to the Inhericance of =

Num, 20.And 
from him, did it ffreame down in- the Channei of ſucceffive Interet, to his DeC- 
cendant Richard Fulham, who likewiſe was in rhe Enjoyment of it at his Deceaſe, 
which was inthe fifth. year of Hexry the fifth, Rot Eſc. Num, 17, But after his 
Exit, 1 find no fatther mention of any of this Family , to have been poſleſt of 
this place; for, in the ninth year ot Henry the fifth, Reginald Love, died ſciſed of 
it, and tranſmitted ir to his Succeflor, who held ir uncill the latter end of Hezry 
the ſixth, at:d then the Revolution of Purchaſe , brought ir to be che Demeaſve 
of Wiliam Venour, and it was found to be his Poſleflion at his Death, which was 
it the firſt year of Edward the fourth, Rot. .Eſc. Nwm. 24. But afterhis Depar- 
ruce, the Title was very unſetled and inconſtant; for within the Circle of ſome 
Moneths after, it was by Sale from this Name, rolled intothe Tenure of Markban 
deſcended from the athcient Stem of the Markbams, of Notting ham-ſlire, where 
aftet a very tranſitory aboad, ir was by the fame Farality, carried into the Poſ- 
ſeffion of Tare; who about the firſt year of Edward the fourth, pailed it away to 
Sir Richard Lea, Lord Maior of Loxdon, deſcended from an ancient Family of 
that Natne, in. the.

Horſted borrows its Name from Horſa, Buptherto Herg:ſt the Founder of the Sax- 
0 Kingdome herein Kent, who fell by che Sword of the Britons at «A lresford, as an 
expiatory Sacrifice, to ballance the Loſle of Cartigerne, Brother to Yortimer, General 
of the Confederate Bririfh Forces, who was offered up in that fignal Encounter, as 
an Holecauft to the Saxon Fury ; and chere is ſomething, which even at this Day, 
lies wrapt up in the Name, that induces us to believe, that Horſa after his ſlaugh-

'" The Courtlodge by the Church, wasas bigh as T can by the Guide and Dire&ion of 
Evidencetra ce out;the Palmers, who, as appears by very ancient Deeds, ſcaled with 
a Cheveron between three Palmers Scrips, Witham le Palmer,who was Owner both of this 
and Rje-heſe in Otford,. flouriſhed here ip the reign of '£dwardthe third, and 'Rovd 
depidted in the Church- Window, with the above-recired Arms on his Tabard or 
Surcoat, untill ſome rude hand defaced the Signature, Anether of this Name; lies 
encombed in Sved/and Church, whoſe Epitaph alluding ro his Name , is regifred 
by Weaver, amongſt his printed Monuments, of the Dioceſle of Rocheſter ; and after 
this Name was extinguiſhed ar. rhis place, the Leeds's were the next Family, who 
by purchaſe entituled chemſelves ro the Poſſeſſion of ir. and I remember amongſt 
ſome Church-notes of this County, collefted by che ermnent Robere Glover Eſquire, 
there is mention of one Pl.

Hethenden or Henden is another Mannor in Swadrich, which wasfolded up in the De- 
meaſnggf the powerful :nd illuſirious Family of the Clare:,who were Earls of Glouceſter 
and Lords of Twnbridge.by whoſe Heir general ir devolved to Axdley:and chis Family 
by the ſame Fatality , larguiſhing into a Female Inhericrix, (he by marching wich 
Stafford, caſt this Mannor into his Revenue, and in this Name was the Propriery ref- 
dent, untill, Edward Stafford Duke of Buckingham, was ipfortunately.attainced, 1n the 
thirceenth year of Aemry the eighth, it was by eſchear, annexed to the Demeaſn of the 
Crown, and made its aboad there, untill Kivg Hezry the eighth, in the thirty fifch 
year of his reign, granted it to Sir Jobs Greſham, and he dyed poſleſt of ir, in'the firft 
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year of Queen Elizabeth, after whoſe Deceaſe it remained conſtant to the Intereſs of 
this Family , uoril the latter end of Queen Elizabeth, and then it was alievated to 
Sic Thomas Hothins of Oxfted in Surrey, in the Deſcendants of which Family the 
Signory and Propriety is at this inſtant remaining. | 

The Roman Foſſe or Way whigh extended or firerched our ic ſelf from Oldborough 
in /gtham to Baſton in Heys, and afterwards to Woodeot in. Surrey, did cut thorough this 
Pariſh; for nor many years fince, in digging near ks, a Seat fo called, 
which did formerly relace tothe /ſleys , and is fituated in Swndrich , were diſcovered 
many Romay Urns of an antick Shape and Figure, from whence we may probably 
colle& thus mnch, that there was formerly ereged ſome Fortreſle , at or near 
Combe-banks (its Sicuation being ficted fot ſucha Deſign) by che Roman Generals, to

* Starrgy in the Hundted of Blengate , wasa Mannor by a Preſcription of many Ge- 
-nerations wrapt up inthe Patrimony of Apslderferild, a Family whom we ſball have 
occafion often ro mention thoroughour the Body of this Survey , and here it conti- 
pued till this Name met with its 1 omb in a Daughter and Heir , known by the Name 
of Elizabeth, who was wedded to Sir Jobs Phjnenx : and alchough he lixewiſe con- 
cluded in a Female Heir , matched to Jobn Roper Eſquire , who drew along with

Suttow at Hone lics in the Hundred of Acftane y and gives Denomination to the 
whole Lath wherein ir is firuated; It was lon; fince a Mannor relating to the Re- 
venue of the Knights Hoſpicallers » who had here a Manfion-houſe , called Sr. Johns, 
where they ofcen made their Retreat , when they viſited theic orher Demeaſne Land, 
which lay-circumſcribed wichinche Verge of this County : bur their Eſtare here was 
much inforced and improved by the Addition of the Mannor of Grandiſox , which 
wherher it came to them by Purchaſe or Donation from Thomas Lord Grandiſen , 
who died the forty ninth year of Edward the third, is incerrain.

Haly Sawters is another Manpor in Sutton in Hoe: a place though now obſcure in ic 
ſelf, and not re-preſented ro our Remembrance but by Annals and Record.yet inclder 
Times'it was raiſed up to a higher degree of Eſtimate, when ic had Proprietaries » 
whoſe Nobility and Ticle added both Value and Luſtre unto ir. The firtt of which 
Regiſter whom I trace 1n Record co be enticuled to the Pofleflion was Lawrence d: 
Haſtings Earl of Pembroke, and he cied ſeifed of it in the rwenty ſecond year of 
Edward the third, Rot, Eſc, Num, 47. from whom the Title -came down to his Son 
John de Haſtings , and he likewiſe was 1n the enjoyment of ir at his Deceaſe, which 
was inthe torty ninth year of Edward the third, Ker, Eſc, Num.

- allotred, as a Manſon, or —_— of Reſidence by the Earls of Glouceſter ro thoſe 
Gentlemen who were Bailifts of their great Chaſe called Soxth-Frithy one of whom 
was Richard de Philpot of Philots in Leigh, nor far diftamts, who flouriſhed here, in 
the reign of Hegry the third, and is written in an old Deed, Bahvn; Foreit e d Tan- 
bridge ſub Beard ( omite de Clare, After him'I find, one Nicholas { harles exerciſed 
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this Office, and flouriſhed in ir, in the reign of Edward the ſecond : and when he 
went out , divers of the Family of Colepeper and Vane, who were Lords of much 
Land here about Txxbridge , were ſucceſſively inveſted in ic , whoſe Names ir 
would be too tedious and 1mpertinent tocnumerate, But ro return : Thar this Scat 
was anciently defiined and devoted tothe Uſes above recired, is very probable , be- 
cauſe it is (ituared on the Verge and exterior Margent of the Forrelt'; and ſo-by its 


commodious poſition , had a peculiar Aſpect upon thoſe Aﬀairs, whereinthis Chaſe 
and its Juriſdiction was concerned, In fine, after it had been-ſubſervieprand mi- 
Piſterial for many hundred years to the ſucceſſive Signory of. the ſeveral Families of 
Clare, Audley, and Stafford, it was in the thirteenth year of Hezry the eighth, by 
that infortunare perſon Edward Stafford Duke of Exckingham , who was cruſhed into 
an heap of Ruines, by thoſe dark and black-Engins, which Cardinal #e/ſey; that ſubtle 
Artificer ot Miſchief, had raiſed upon him, was with much other Land forfzired to 
the Crown, and Queen Elizabeth abour the middle of her reign, by Royal Con- 
ceſfion made ir the Demeaſne of her fairhful Servant Sir Francis Walſingham , princi- 
pal Secretary of Eſtate , who-dying without Iflne-male, left ir to his Daughter and 
Heir Frances, who was firſt matched to the Invaluable Sir Philip Sidney ; ſecondly, 
ro Robert Earl of Eſſex; andthirdly, to Richard Burgh Ear) of Clawrickard, created 
Earl of St, Albans, Awguſt the twenty third, inthe year 1628, .ro whoſe Son Vhike 
Burgh larely Earl of Sr. Albans and Clanrickgrd , ſhe bequeathed this Mannor of 
Somerhill. ' 

"Hilden is another Mannor in Twnbridge, and was, as high as I can track avy Record, 
the” poſſeſſion of the Noble Family ot Vane, who are written in very old Deeds, 
A Vane and was certainly their anciemt Seat ; before , by matching with the Heir of 
Stidolfe , they became poſleſſors of Badſell, Henry A axe makes his Will inthe year 
1456, He was the Son of fob» AV/ave, who flouriſhed at thisplace, inthe reign of 

' Edvard the third: bur his Predeceſſors enjoyed ir, as appears by Original Evigences, 
many years before, From Henry Vaxe it came over to John aVane, whoſe Son Jobs 
Vane , inthe tenth year of Hearytheſeventh ,' conveyed it by Sale to Dixon, deſcen- 
ded originally from the- D:xons of Scotland, Gentlemen of no deſpicable Account 
in that Nation, and in their poſleſſion hath it, ever fince the firſt purchaſe, been con- 
ſancly ſecled. 

Dachwurit , alias Hilden-borough , had the ſame Poſlefſors Ritl wich Tunbridge , 
and being forfeited, inthe thirteenth year of Heyry the eighth, by Edw, Stafford —_ 
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of Buckingham « its Demeaſne was in the tourreench year of that Yrince , granced 
to Wiliam Skefſmgtow Eiquice;; in whole Deſcendant the propriety is yet rendent : 
bur the Mannor -it {elf retted in the Crown, uncil not many years bnce it was con- 
yeyed by the Statero Colonel Robert Gibbons of Hole in} Rolvenden. 

Bardens and Hadloe are two little Manpors in Tunbridge , both which had Owners 
of that Si:name. Jobn' de Barden held the firit, as the Book of Aide informs us; 
and: paid reſpective Aide for it, at making the Black Prince Knight , inthe twentierh 
year of Edward the thicd : and the datelc(s Evidencesrelativg ro Hadlee , do-affure 
us both of the Antiquity-and Truth of the ſecond, And inche Tenure of rhe firlt did 
Bardens remain , until the reign of Henry the fourth, and then changed ics Owner, 
and Came entirely to be polleit by Hadloe , buc remained not long iD his Name ; 
for Job» Had/ow dying withour Iflue, Alice his Silfter married to john Woodward , be- 
came his Heir ; and ſhe inher Widowhood , about the latter end of Henry the fixth, 
paſſed away Bardens to John Hopdey , and he inthe thirty eighth of Hexry the (ixch, 
altenared his Right ro Wiliam Hextall: bur Hadloe devolved to John Woodward , Son 
of John Wogdinard aboveſaid, and he in the thirty ſeventhof Henry the fixth , demi- 
ſes all his Incereſs in Hadlee to Wiliam and Henry Hextall: and he the ſame year by 
' Deed teloaſes all his Right in Hadlee towWilam ; which Wiliam , not many years aftec 
dying without 1fſue-male , Margaret his Sole Davghter and Heir , brought theſe two 
Mannorsto be the Inheritance of her Husband #i/liam Whe:enball Eſquire , whoſe Son 
William Whetenhall Eſquire , about the middle of Henry the eighth . patſed away Bar- 
deny to Andrew Judde Eſquite (who ereted the Alms-houſes here at 7 w»bridge) and 
Hadloz to William Waller Eſquire. j#dde died without Ifſue-male , and left his Eltate 
to Alice his Sole Heir , matched to Thewmas Smuh Eſquire, vulgarly called Cuſtomer 
Smith, and he upon his Deceaſe gave Bardens to his ſecond Son Sir Thomas Smub of 
London, in whoſe Deſcendants the Title yer is refident : but» Hadloe deſcended to 
Richard Wallr,Son to William aboveſaid,who about the forty ſecond year of Elizaberb, 
alienated it ro George Stacy,and he about the beginning of King James,demiſed ir again 
ro Bing » whoſe Succeſſor Mr. Jeb» bing , in our Remembrance paſſed it away to Mr, 
David Polhill Eiquire , whoſe Grand-child Mr, David Polbill, upon the late Deceaſe 
of that his Grand-tather is now enticuled co the poſſeſſion of ir. 

Hollenden is the laſt place in Tunbridge to be taken notice of , which ſpreads ics 
appendant Demeaine into the Parith of Leigh, and was in Ages of a very high Gra- 
dation , parcel of the Patrimony ot the ancient Family of Freming ham : for iti the 
fifry fifth year of Henry the third , I find that Rg/ph de Freming hans obtained a Charter 
of Free-warren to ſeveral of his Mannors in Kent, in the Regilter of which was 
Hollenden, In Times of a more mode;n Aſpect, that is, about the reign of Henry 
the fourth , I find ir by ſome old Courr-rols co be the Cheyneys , and there are ſeveral 
parcels of Land thar relate to this Mannor , which are adopted inco their Name , and 
are called Cheyneys Fields; and in this Family did the Mapnor continue , until the 
latter end of Herry the 2ighch , and then it was alienated to Waller , to whoſe Inhe- 
ricance it continued vnired , until that Age which fell wichipthe Circle of our Fa- 
chers Cogniſance , and then it was paſſed away to Crittenden, which Family at this 
inſtant is entiruled ro the Signory of ir, But part of the Detmeaſne which is ſpread 
into Leigh, was abour the begipning of Hexry the ſeventh , conveyed to Stacy, whoſe 
Succeſſor almoſt in our Remembrance aliepaced it to Turner and he not many years 


fince demiſed it to James Pelſct. 


Tuydley , anciently written 7widley , lies in the Hundreds of Wachlingftone and Twy- 
ford , and was not worth the Confidecation, were it not for Badſel{; where a Fa- 
mily who extracted their Sirname from hence, had long fince their Habiration 
from whom by a Daughter and Co-heir the Inhericance went into Stidulph, from 
whom the S::du/phs or Stidolfes of Swrtey are originally branched our ; a Noble Fa- 
mily certainly , and of eminent Genealogy, there being frequent mention in thit 
Book, which they call the Survey of che Lowey of Tunbridge , taken in the fourteenth 
year of Edward the fourth, of this Name and Family : bur when the ſucceſſive mu- 
tation of Time had crumbled the Name of Sr:dolfe at this place imro a Daughter atid 
Heic , called Agnes » upon her el; oulal; —_—_ Vane , Badſell became _ 
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red inco the Intereſt and Concernmenc of that 'Family, and by a' Communicative 
Righr ifſuing our from this Alliance, does Uilnay Fanr\now Earl of Weſtmerland 
entitle himſelf ro the inftanc proprietie and poſſeſiion of Taydley and Badſell, 
Kippings ( roſſe in Taydley hath been ( as appears by ſeveral old Dateleſs Evidences 
and other Monuments) for many hundred years the Sear and Inheritance of Kippings, 
who bore for their Coat Armour, as ic appears exemplified and confirmed ro Robert 
Kipping of Brenchley Gentleman the fifth of Seprember, in the thirty ſeventh year of 
Hemry the eighth, Loringee Or and Azure pon a chief Gules A Lion paſſant Or langued 
and armed Azure, But this Family after ſuch a vaſt continuance. here andat Brexcbley, 
not many yeart ſince derermined in two Daughters and Co-heirs : Dorothy the eldeſt 
was married ro Edward Darrell Eſquire , ſecond Son to Sir Robert Darrell of Catchill, 
and Mr, James Darrell fourth Son of Sir Robert above mentioned, and pow ſecondly 
to Thomas Henſhaw of Kenſington Eſquire, deſcended from the ancient Family of -Hen- 
ſhaw of Henſhaw in Cheſhire, 
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Leomb in the Hundred of Eyhorne was the patrimony of Sr. Legers (wricen in Latin 
U Records de Sautts Leodegario,) Sir Robert de Santo Leodegario entred into £ gland 
wich #41, the Conquerour, and was of thar high repute; that, according to the received 
Tradition of this Family, he with his Hand ſupported rhat Prince , when he fictt wenr 
our of his Ship to Lavd in Suſſex ; afterwards, when in the twentieth of that King's 
Government, there was an univerſal Survey taken of each Mans particular Demeain , 
thoronghout the Nation, who was of any Account er Eminence, which we call 
Doomſ-day Book , rhere is a reciral of the above mentioned Robert de Sr. Leger to have 
held Lands at Zlremb , which the Evidences of this Family do inform us, were taken 
from a Pagan Dane whom he before had conquered, and who inhabired art this place. 
Guy de St. Leger, as Mr, Fuller diſcovers to us ip his Eccleſiaſtical Hiſtory , was appoin- 
cody Wiliam the Conquerour to be an Aſſiſtant Knight to Adelmere one of the Monks 
of Ely, Rafe de St, Leger is regiſtred inthe Roll of thoſe Kentsh Gentlemen , who 
accompanied Richard the firſt ro the Siege of Aron, and,as the Inſcription on his Lea- 
den Shroud in the Vault of chis Church does Ggnifie, was engaged inthe Holy Quar- 
tel fifreen years. Another Rafe St. Leger, apd Hugh St. Leger were Recognitores 
magne Aſſiſe inthe ſecond yeat of K. John, Sir Rafe de St. Leger , Sir Jo. de St. Leger, 
and Sir The,Sr, Leger,were with Ed, the fic{t at the Siege of Carleveroch in the twenty 
eighth year of his Reign; and for their fignal Archieyements there received the Or- 
der of Knighthood, Indeed in times ſubſequent ro thisthere 'was ſcarſe almottany 
noble and generous undertaking , but the Annals of our Exgliſh Hiſtory repreſent a 
St. Leger concerned and intereſſed in ir. And for their Collateral Alliances by which 
they became knir in Conſanguinirie to ſeveral illuſtrious Families, none in that par- 
ticular have been more Succeſletul then' chemſelves : Sir Thomas St. Leger ſecond 
Brother to Sir Rafe Sr. Leger married Anne Dutcheſſe of Exeter, Silter to King Edward 
the fourth,and ſo became twiited-into the Family of that Prince,by a Nearneſs of Alli- 
ance, as he had before been taken into his Boſpme by a union of Friendſhip, by whom 
he had only Am» his Daughter and Heir, who was wedded to Sir George Manner: L, Roſſe;
